:  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965  on  the  Public  Health 
^  Services  of  Somerset. 

The  Report  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  work  performed  during  the  year, 
I  together  with  the  statistical  information  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

There  have  been  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  the  County  although 
ithe  occurrence  of  single  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  poliomyelitis  serves  as  a 
< warning  against  complacency. 

The  attachment  of  public  health  nurses  to  individual  general  medical  practi- 
jners  was  continued  and  extended  in  1965.  On  the  whole,  the  inovation  is  working 
itisfactorily  even  though  it  does  create  new  problems,  such  as  increased  travelling, 
r  the  nurses.  I  believe  that  these  changes  will  extend  gradually  and,  in  the  long  run, 
11  have  profound  and  beneficial  effects  on  your  services. 

Many  general  practitioners  in  Somerset  are  displaying  interest  in  the  provision  of 
?alth  Centres  under  Section  21  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  and  several  schemes 
ive  been  approved  in  principle.  These  developments  are  welcome  for  closer  working 
itween  the  two  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service  is  long  overdue. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  loyalty  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  in  shouldering 
any  additional  burdens  during  the  year  and  also  the  help  we  have  received  from  other 
apartments  of  the  County  Council  and  from  the  hospitals  and  general  practitioners. 

Finally,  we  are  indebted  to  the  many  voluntary  persons  who  give  assistance  in 
ir  work.

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COMMENT  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS 


Live  births  increased  slightly  by  51  to  9,205  giving  a  crude  live  birth  rate  of  16.8 
per  thousand  population  compared  with  that  of  18.1  for  England  and  Wales.  For  true  com¬ 
parison  purposes  the  Somerset  figure  has  to  be  adjusted  to  make  approximate  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  population  of  Somerset  varies 
from  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  adjusted  rate  for  Somerset  was  18.1. 

Still  births  are  unchanged  in  numbers  from  last  year  (141)  so  the  rate  has  fallen  i 
to  15.1.  This  is  still  below  the  national  rate  of  15.7.  Illegitimate  still  births  fell  from  i 
13  to  4. 


Illegitimate  total  births  increased  by  13  over  last  year  to  542,  and  the  proportion  : 
of  illegitimate  live  births  at  5.9%  was  still  well  below  the  national  rate,  (in  1964  of  i 
7.2%). 


There  were  298  female  and  248  male  babies  born  out  of  wedlock  compared  with  I 
the  converse  excess  of  boys  in  total  births  with  4,549  female  to  4,797  male. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

Within  a  year  of  their  birth,  159  babies  died,  compared  with  119  last  year.  The  I 
outstandingly  low  rate  of  12.9  for  1964  rose  to  one  of  17.3,  but  this  is  still  well  below  ;> 
the  national  figure  of  19t0.  First  week  deaths  rose  from  68  to  85,  while  those  for  the  |, 
next  three  weeks  were  unchanged  at  14.  The  chief  increase  was  in  the  deaths  between  1  i 
and  12  months  numbering  60  —  more  than  for  many  years. 

These  increases  appear  to  be  due  to  a  rise  in  the  deaths  from  pneumonia,  bronchi-  ' 
tis  and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (from  12  to  30)  and  to  almost  a  doubling 
of  the  deaths  from  accident  (not  involving  motor  vehicles)  from  8  to  15. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  was  24.0  compared  with  16.9  for  legitimate; 

births. 

PERINATAL  MORTALITY 

Perinatal  deaths  numbered  226.  The  rate  of  loss  of  life  about  the  time  of  birth  i : 
(stillbirths  plus  first  week  deaths)  rose  to  24.2  from  22.5,  but  is  still  below  the  national^: , 
rate  (28.2  for  1964). 

DEATHS  PROM  1  -  5  YEARS 

The  figures  show  little  variation  with  only  2  more  than  the  24  in  1964. 

MATERNAL  DEATHS 

This  year  these  numbered  2.  Both  were  unmarried  mothers,  one  at  term  and  onf  : 
following  attempted  criminal  abortion  late  in  pregnancy. 
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PREVENTION  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  6  gives  details  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  their  distribu¬ 
tion,  with  comparative  figures  for  the  previous  year. 

One  confirmed  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  in  an  adult.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  reported  the  causative  organisms  as  a  mild  strain  and  sensitive  to 
penicillin.  Later  follow-up  swabs  proved  negative. 

POLIOMYELITIS.  The  confirmed  cases  numbered  1  compared  with  none  in  1964 
and  1  in  1963. 

On  28th  June  a  pre-school  child,  aged  1^2  years,  living  in  the  north  of  the  County, 
was  notified  as  suffering  from  acute  poliomyelitis.  There  were  two  other  children  in  the 
family,  namely  a  boy  at  an  Infants’  School  and  a  boy  aged  four.  The  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer  visited  each  household  in  the  area  and  gave  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
to  all  contacts  or  possible  contacts.  She  also  gave  oral  vaccine  to  the  children  attending 
the  local  Infants’  and  Junior  Schools. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE.  The  usual  table  is  given  below  and  shows  the  number  of 
new  cases  at  various  centres  in  the  County  during  1965.

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MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


ANTE-NATAL  CARE 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  ante-natal  clinics 
held  jointly  between  County  midwives  and  general  practitioners  in  their  own  surgeries. 
TMs  is  partly  a  development  of  the  scheme  of  general  practitioner  liaison  with  the 
public  health  nursing  staff. 

The  five  blood-taking  clinics  at  Bridgwater,  Chard,  Crewkerne,  Glastonbury, 
and  Yeovil  continued,  the  total  attendances  being  2,289,  a  decrease  of  248  from  the 
previous  year. 

PARENTCRAFT  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES 

During  the  year,  new  centres  were  opened  at  Cheddar,  Winscombe  and  Wrington, 
and  County  parentcraft  and  relaxation  classes  are  now  available  at  30  places,  whilst 
in  the  North  of  the  County,  Somerset  mothers  are  able  to  attend  classes  in  Bristol  or 
Bath,  if  they  find  it  more  convenient.  During  1965,  the  classes  were  attended  by  2,212 
women  mostly  expecting  their  first  babies  and  a  total  of  11,298  attendances  were  made, 
an  increase  of  999  over  the  previous  year.  In  addition  to  the  County  classes,  classes 
are  held  at  Butleigh,  Paulton  and  Musgrove  Park  Hospitals. 

A  very  successful  three-day  parentcraft  and  relaxation  course  was  held  at 
Dillington  House  in  June,  in  which  midwives,  health  visitors  and  physiotherapists  took 
part.  It  is  hoped  to  repeat  this  in  1966. 

BIRTHS 

The  locally  collected  figures  show  that  of  the  total  births  during  1965,  2,099 
(22.5%)  took  place  at  home.  There  has,  therefore,  been  a  decrease  of  144  in  home 
deliveries,  but  there  is  a  compensatory  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  delivered  in 
hospital,  but  discharged  and  nursed  by  domiciliary  midwives  before  the  tenth  day.  The 
1965  figure  of  1,857,  an  increase  of  98  over  the  previous  year,  is  26%  of  all  the  deliveries 
in  hospital. 

Only  13%  of  discharges  occurred  in  the  first  48  hours,  and  7  times  as  many  in 
the  next  seven  days. 

There  were  76  multiple  births  during  the  year. 

UNDERWEIGHT  BABIES 

For  some  so  far  unexplained  reason  the  proportion  of  babies  in  Somerset  with 
birthweight  of  5V2  lbs.  or  less  is  always  lower  than  the  national  average,  and  this  year’s 
figure  is  6.3%  based  on  the  locally  collected  figures  of  total  births  (5.7%  of  live  births 
and  49.6%  of  still  births).  The  national  proportion  is  usually  over  7%. 

Deaths  in  this  group  of  small  babies  are  the  largest  contributor  to  the  early  loss 
of  infant  life,  although  from  the  Registrar  General’s  tables  it  is  impossible  to  isolat€ 
them  in  the  large  group  of  “defined  and  ill-defined  diseases’’.  Thirty-three  babies  died 
in  the  first  24  hours,  and  51  altogether  in  the  first  28  days,  but  the  survival  rate  was 
90%.  The  table  below  compares  the  locally  collected  figures  for  1955  and  1965.  |

ILLEGITIMACY 

The  542  live  and  2  stillborn  illegitimate  babies  totalled  few  more  than  in  1964, 
but  more  of  the  total  were  born  alive.  The  two  County  maternal  deaths  both  occurred 
in  unmarried  mothers,  one  after  delivery  due  to  toxaemia  and  one  after  an  attempted 
criminal  abortion  late  in  pregnancy.  In  neither  case  apparently  was  a  doctor  consulted, 
and  the  solitary  strain  borne  by  these  two  women  without  support  of  friend  or  family  — 
and  the  hazards  they  faced  without  ante-natal  care  can  well  be  appreciated.  They  were 
not  the  only  two  whose  condition  was  unsuspected  and  undiagnosed,  but  the  other  more 
fortunate  ones  usually  sought  help  at  the  time  of  delivery. 

The  unusually  high  proportion  of  girl  babies  illegitimately  born  may  have  helped 
in  the  placement  of  some  of  these  for  adoptions,  since  there  is  a  smaller  demand  for  boys. 
Of  those  children  kept  by  their  mothers,  a  fairly  large  number  were  subsequently 
legitimated  by  marriage  of  their  parents.  A  small  number  of  those  offered  for  adoption 
had  a  long  wait  in  foster  homes  or  nurseries  because  of  unpromising  heredity  or  defects 
appearing  before  placement.  This  has  added  to  the  difficulties  of  finding  enough  foster 
homes  for  those  babies  whose  mothers  need  a  period  for  consideration  apart  from  their 
child  before  deciding  on  adoption.  Placement  in  adopting  homes  direct  from  hospital 
is  not  easy  to  arrange  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  when  arrangements  for  this  are  made 
before  birth  they  may  have  to  be  altered  because  of  some  condition  in  the  baby,  or  more 
commonly  because  of  a  change  of  heart  in  the  mother  and  her  family.  Fortunately,  in 
spite  of  the  increasing  number  of  illegitimate  babies  born  and  surviving,  there  are  still 
numbers  of  potential  adopting  parents  ready  to  offer  them  homes. 

It  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  social  workers  of  the  Somerset 
Moral  Welfare  Association  from  4  in  1955,  when  there  were  252  illegitimate  births,  to 
"7  this  year.  The  larger  caseload  due  to  extended  casework  help  given  over  long  periods 
I' to  some  mothers  has,  however,  created  an  almost  unmanageable  pressure  of  work.  This 
has  been  tolerated  because  of  the  help  and  co-operation  established  over  the  years 
•with  domiciliary  midwives  and  health  visitors,  family  doctors  and  adoption  and  child 
:care  officers.  Girls  becoming  pregnant  under  the  age  of  16  are  usually  helped  by  child 
icare  officers  in  association  with  the  health  services. 

>:  MOTHER  AND  BABY  HOMES 

The  County  Home  at  Braeside,  Chard,  accommodated  26  girls  and  their  babies, 
124  being  admitted  ante-natally  and  2  post-natally,  the  average  duration  of  stay  (excluding 
^hospital  care)  being  60  days.  The  County  Council  assisted  26  girls  in  out-county  homes, 
whilst  others  paid  their  own  fees  without  help  from  County  funds. 

:CHILD  WELFARE  AND  HEALTH  VISITOR  CENTRES 

During  the  year,  six  new  centres  were  opened  at  Nailsea,  Winford,  Berrow, 
Kilve,  Somerton  and  Bridgwater,  whilst  two  centres  at  Ditcheat  and  Wookey  had  to  be 
;3losed  because  of  small  attendances.  The  new  centre  at  Bridgwater  gained  considerable 
•publicity  because  the  most  suitable  accommodation  in  this  part  of  the  town  is  in  licensed 
ipremises  although  the  opening  times  of  the  clinic  do  not,  of  course,  coincide  with  the 
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main  use  of  the  premises.  At  the  end  of  1965,  there  were  143  centres  (Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  Health  Visitor  Centres)  providing  a  total  of  3,235  sessions  during  the  year. 
At  nearly  three-quarters  of  these  sessions  doctors  were  in  attendance,  half  being 
staffed  by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers,  a  third  by  General  Practitioners  and  the 
remainder  by  other  doctors  employed  on  a  sessional  basis. 

A  total  of  21,472  children  were  brought  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  during  the 
year,  and  of  these  6,405  were  babies  born  in  1965  —  over  70%  of  the  total  Somerset 
live  births.  Of  the  children  born  in  1964,  and  those  in  the  2  —  5  age  group,  1,660  more 
attended  during  1965  than  in  the  previous  year,  so  that  it  would  seem  that  the  Birthday 
Card  Scheme  inviting  toddlers  to  come  once  yearly  to  see  the  doctor  is  having  some 
success. 

A  number  of  general  practitioners  organise  their  own  well-baby  sessions  at 
which  the  local  (or  attached)  health  visitor  attends.  Attendances  are  good  while 
immunisations  are  being  carried  out,  but  tend  to  fall  off  later,  and  unless  premises  are 
big  enough  it  is  difficult  to  encourage  too  large  an  attendance. 

DISTRIBUTION  OP  WELFARE  FOODS 

On  the  31st  December,  1965  there  were  191  distribution  points;  91  being  at  j 
Health  Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Centres;  44  at  retail  shops  and  56  at  other  premises.  ! 
The  continued  help  given  by  the  W.V.S.  and  other  voluntary  helpers  is  much  appreciated.  ! 

The  table  below  gives  for  comparison  sales  of  Welfare  Poods  over  the  past  i 
three  years.  Issues  of  National  Dried  Milk  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  show  little  change  from 
last  year.  There  has  been  a  further  fall  in  the  issues  of  vitamin  tablets  to  expectant  i 
mothers,  whilst  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  demand  for  Orange  Juice  will  be  noted,  i

YOUNG  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

Congenital  defects  have  been  notified  at  birth  for  the  second  year  running  as 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  scheme  seems  to  be  working  smoothly  and  it  ' 
enables  the  number  of  abnormalities  to  be  compared  with  previous  years.  In  1965  172  I 
notifications  were  sent  compared  with  211  in  1964.  There  was  no  known  association, 
with  drugs  in  early  pregnancy  recorded. 

A  central  register  is  compiled  for  the  notified  congenital  abnormalities  together  I  i 
with  the  names  of  children  reported  by  health  visitors  to  be  handicapped  children  on 
under  observation  for  conditions  which  may  give  rise  to  physical  or  mental  handicap. i  > 
In  this  way  the  special  social  and  educational  needs  of  handicapped  children  may  be  [ 
anticipated,  and  services  available  in  the  area  made  known  to  the  doctors  and  healthh 
visitors. 

A  follow-up  of  children  at  "high  risk”  for  deafness  is  being  maintained,  andf 
the  home  teachers  for  the  deaf  are  continuing  to  test  these  babies  at  the  age  of  6  —  9’  1 
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months  in  their  own  homes.  This  service  is  also  available  on  request  by  a  doctor 
where  deafness  is  suspected  or  there  is  late  development  of  speech. 

There  are  between  4  and  8  severely  deaf  children  in  each  year  group  from  birth 
to  5  years,  rubella  in  early  pregnancy  accounting  for  2  or  3  cases  each  year.  Only 
about  half  the  children  found  to  be  severely  deaf  come  into  the  “high  risk”  category, 
and  early  detection  of  the  others  depends  on  continual  vigilance  of  health  visitors  and 
doctors,  and  on  the  extension  of  routine  screening  tests  for  hearing  to  all  babies. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  in  the  care  of  young  handicapped  children  with 
the  Somerset  Association  for  the  Blind,  Mission  to  the  Deaf,  Spastics  Society  and  other 
interested  voluntary  associations.  Use  is  also  made  of  County  day  nurseries,  private 
day  nurseries  and  daily  minders,  and  in  the  case  of  a  few  severely  handicapped  children, 
residential  nursery  accommodation  has  been  arranged  to  give  the  mothers  a  much  needed 
rest. 

The  help  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Children’s  Department  in  the  difficult  task 
of  finding  short-term  foster  homes  for  handicapped  children  in  times  of  family  stress 
is  invaluable. 

There  continues  to  be  a  long  waiting  list  sometimes  of  several  years  for 
:  admission  to  cot  units  for  the  severely  mentally  subnormal,  with  consequent  hardship 
1  and,  at  times,  considerable  mental  stress  to  some  of  the  families  concerned. 

DAY  NURSERIES 

The  County  Day  Nurseries  in  Bridgwater,  Keynsham  and  Taunton,  provide  places 
:  for  90  children,  the  average  daily  attendance  being  73.  Selectioji  of  children  for 
I  admission  to  these  day  nurseries  is  made  by  Sub-Committees  in  accordance  with  the 
:  scale  of  priorities  laid  down  by  the  County  Council. 

The  new  Day  Nursery  completed  in  1964  by  the  County  Council  at  Bridgwater, 
sand  a  new  Nursery  in  course  of  erection  at  Taunton,  are  in  replacement  of  old  buildings 
erected  during  the  last  war. 

'  NURSING  HOMES 

There  were  19  Homes  on  the  register  providing  294  beds,  one  new  Home  having 
!  been  opened  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  Area  Medical  Officers  for  Clevedon,  Weston-super-Mare,  Taunton 
land  Bridgwater  took  over  responsibility  for  advising  applicants  on  registration  of  new 
fNursing  Homes  in  their  areas,  and  for  the  subsequent  inspection  of  premises. 

References  are  taken  up  on  application  to  register  a  new  Home,  and  the 
; recommendation  of  the  inspecting  medical  officer  is  submitted  to  the  Committee  for 
(approval.  Frequent  visits  for  advice  and  supervision  are  sometimes  required  during 
're-registration  on  transfer  of  Nursing  Homes  to  new  managers  and  on  changes  of  staff. 
(Most  Homes  maintain  a  high  standard  of  care,  and  provide  a  useful  service,  mainly 
(for  geriatric  cases. 

(NURSERIES  AND  CHILD-MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT.  1948 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  34  registered  premises  providing  a  total  of 
1581  places,  and  48  daily  minders.  The  needs  of  children  in  areas  where  there  is  no 
(County  Day  Nursery  are  met  to  a  considerable  degree  by  these  Nurseries  and  Child- 
Minders,  which  provide  over  900  places  for  tne  care  of  pre-school  children  throughout 
(the  County. 
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MARRIAGE  GUIDANCE 

The  branches  in  South  Somerset  and  Weston-super-Mare  have  continued,  and 
together  with  those  in  Bristol  and  Bath  serving  the  North  of  the  County,  provide  an 
extremely  useful  facility. 

FAMILY  PLANNING 

Growth  of  demand  partly  due  to  the  introduction  of  new  methods  has  made  it 
necessary  for  the  Family  Planning  Association  to  extend  this  service.  New  Clinics 
were  opened  in  Frome  and  Keynsham  in  County  premises  and  additional  sessions  were 
necessary  in  the  existing  clinics  in  Bridgwater,  Glastonbury,  Minehead,  Taunton  and 
Weston-super-Mare,  as  well  as  Bristol  and  Bath  which  serve  the  North  of  the  County. 
Yeovil  was  the  one  exception  with  a  falling  demand  perhaps  associated  with  difficulties 
in  introducing  the  use  of  the  oral  contraceptive  pill.  All  patients  on  this  treatment,  and 
clients  of  the  clinics  were  offered  periodic  cervical  smears  as  soon  as  the  hospital 
service  could  examine  these.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  all  clinics  offered  this  facility. 

The  Exeter  clinic  pioneered  the  use  of  intrauterine  contraception  devices  and 
while  Somerset  Clinics  were  preparing  to  extend  their  methods  to  include  this,  some 
women  travelled  there  for  this  service. 

Patients  with  medical  grounds  for  birth  control  can,  if  they  wish,  be  assisted 
with  the  cost  of  fees  by  the  County  Council,  and  in  exceptional  cases  with  supplies. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  re-organisation  of  all  the  clinics  in  Somerset,  Bath 
and  the  adjoining  part  of  Wiltshire,  was  initiated  as  part  of  the  national  change  in 
structure.  The  new  Branch  covering  this  area  will  be  responsible  for  planning  and 
developing  services  within  it.

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NL USING  SRUVICRS 

As  in  previous  years,  the  policy  of  the  County  Council  has  been  to  maintain  a 
combined  service  of  midwifery,  district  nursing  and  health  visiting  in  the  rural  areas, 
wliilst  full-time  midwives,  home  nurses  and  health  visitors  are  employed  in  the  urban 
areas.  There  have  been  no  further  appointments  of  male  nurses  during  the  year,  and  no 
extension  of  the  specialised  services. 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  the  County  Nursing,  midwifery  and  health 
visiting  services  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Nursing  Officer  and  five  Area 
Nursing  Officers  (the  Senior  of  whom  is  also  Deputy  County  Nursing  Officer)  assisted 
by  two  Assistant  Area  Nursing  Officers  who  have  taken  over  delegated  responsibilities 
for  certain  Health  Education  duties. 

The  whole  time  nursing  establishment  at  the  end  of  1965,  was  292,  and  the 
nurses  employed  at  that  time  are  shown  in  the  table  below

Vacancies  have  been  reduced  during  the  year,  partly  by  the  extended  use  of 
part-time  nursing  help  including  the  employment  of  married  women,  a  trend  which  will 
certainly  continue.  There  has,  unfortunately,  been  no  improvement  in  recruitment  of 
mobile  relief  staff,  but  the  award  of  increased  numbers  of  health  visitor  scholarships 
has  made  it  somewhat  easier  to  recr  it  fully  qualified  nurses. 

A  considerable  number  of  visiting  students  came  to  Somerset  during  the  year 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  students  who  were  previously  in  the  County  returning  to  take 
up  appointments  and  scholarships.  This  has  involved  extra  work  for  the  staff  but  it 
helps  to  stimulate  interest  in  current  trends  in  nursing. 

The  future  picture  suggests  a  steady  increase  in  the  numbers  of  nursing  staff 
which  will  be  needed  due  to  (1)  the  rising  population,  (2)  increased  expectation  of  life, 
(3)  earlier  discharges  of  patients  from  hospitals,  (4)  the  expansion  of  community  care 
at  all  ages,  (5)  the  increased  use  made  of  the  skills  of  the  qualified  nurse,  (6)  the 
greater  co-operation  with  general  practitioners,  and  (7)  the  implementation  of  better 
conditions  of  service. 

In  view  of  the  national  shortage  of  qualified  nursing  personnel,  it  is  undoubtedly 
necessary  to  make  the  best  use  of  those  available  by  allowing  them  to  carry  out  the 
duties  for  which  they  have  been  trained.  However,  if  the  rising  needs  of  the  nursing 
services  are  to  be  met,  more  use  must  be  made  of  less  qualified  staff,  such  as  State 
Enrolled  Nurses  and  nursing  auxiliaries,  to  lessen  the  load  of  routine  work. 
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GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  LIAISON  WITH  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  STAFF 

During  the  year  further  schemes  of  attachment  were  implemented  and  in  addition 
to  the  pilot  scheme  in  Yeovil,  the  areas  now  covered  in  this  way  are  Wells /Wookey, 
Shepton  Mallet/Evercreech,  Burnham-on-Sea/Highbridge/Huntspill.  Early  in  1966  it 
is  hoped  to  include  Taunton  and  Nailsea.  As  was  expected  there  has  been  some  increase 
in  mileage  and  in  the  travelling  time  of  most  of  the  staff  involved;  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  give  some  extra  help  in  some  cases  with  the  school  work.  It  is  somewhat 
difficult  to  assess  the  success  of  these  schemes,  as  obviously  in  this  type  of  work 
personalities  play  their  part  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  variation  in  how  public  health 
staff  are  used  in  different  practices.  It  will  probably  be  some  while  before  a  complete 
picture  emerges,  and  this  only  after  wider  experience  of  the  results  of  a  larger  number 
of  attachments.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  public  health  nurses  the  system  has  many 
advantages  and  the  majority  welcome  it.  They  feel  that  they  have  a  much  better 
knowledge  of  the  background  of  their  patients’  needs,  and  as  health  visitors  have  new 
fields  of  work  and  investigations  open  to  them. 

HOUSING 

The  Building  Programme  for  nurses’  houses  is  reviewed  annually  in  the  light 
of  up-to-date  information  regarding  nurses’  future  plans  and  other  relevant  factors.  It 
is  hoped  in  the  main  to  meet  future  needs  for  nurses’  housing  by  the  purchase  of  privately 
built  new  or  older  houses,  and  during  the  year  ten  such  houses  were  acquired  at  Clevedon, 
Frome  (2),  Nailsea,  Peasedown  St.  John,  Ruishton,  Shapwick,  Weston-super-Mare  and  • 
Wiveliscombe  (2).  In  addition,  a  nurse’s  house  was  built  by  the  County  Council  at  j 
Nether  Stowey. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  nurses  are  buying  their  own  houses  and  this  1 
is  a  development  to  be  encouraged  as  it  gives  nurses  a  feeling  of  security,  and  makes  it  * 
more  probable  that  they  will  remain  in  Somerset. 

TRANSPORT 

More  nurses  are  using  their  own  cars  for  official  purposes,  and  at  the  end  of  the  |i; 
year  the  County  Council  provided  a  fleet  of  121  cars  for  the  nursing  and  health  visiting  i: 
staff  and  186  nurses  and  health  visitors  had  car  allowances.

TRAINING  ! 

Health  Visitor  Scholarships  were  awarded  to  15  candidates  during  the  year. I; 
This  training  has  led  to  a  considerable  improvement  in  recruitment.  As  a  large  number jf 
of  the  staff  were  awaiting  district  training,  including  a  number  of  married  women  withy' 
family  commitments  which  prevented  them  from  leaving  the  County  for  the  period  ofj, 
training,  a  joint  training  scheme  has  been  arranged  with  Bristol  whereby  staff  couldt 
travel  to  Bristol  for  a  three  weeks’  non-resident  course  of  lectures  with  the  practical^ 
part  of  the  training  given  in  Somerset,  generally  on  the  nurses’  own  districts.  An  Areatl 
Nursing  Officer  with  a  Tutor’s  Certificate  is  responsible  for  this  in-service  training, |j( 
which  is  to  commence  in  January,  1966. 

The  Annual  Study  Course  was  again  held  in  April  for  the  nurses,  midwives  and>  > 
health  visitors. 

The  usual  Post-graduate  Courses  have  been  attended  by  nurses  for  Queen’sti 
training,  midwifery  and  health  visiting.  Pupil  Midwives  from  Musgrove  Park  Hospital|i(. 
and  Mary  Stanley  Home,  Bridgwater,  have  completed  their  district  training. 
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MIDWIFERY 

There  were  194  midwives  employed  in  domiciliary  practice,  and  they  attended 
2,023  confinements,  a  decrease  of  172  from  the  previous  year.  There  was,  however,  a 
compensating  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  discharged  from  hospital  before  the  tenth 
day. 

HOME  NURSING 

Of  the  district  staff  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  177  had  completed  a  course 
of  district  training.  The  number  of  persons  nursed  by  the  home  nurses  during  1965  was 
13,485,  an  increase  of  340  or  2^2%  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  55%  were  in  the 
over  65  age  group.  The  nurses  are  encouraged  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  elderly 
who  might  be  at  risk  from  Hypothermia  during  very  cold  weather. 

Mechanical  aids  for  lifting  heavy  patients  have  continued  to  be  widely  used. 
The  use  of  incontinence  pads  has  increased  very  considerably  during  the  year  and  proved 
a  great  asset  to  the  relatives  of  incontinent  patients  as  well  as  to  the  district  nursing 
staff  in  attendance,  particularly  as  it  has  not  as  yet  been  possible  to  arrange  for  laundry 
facilities  outside  of  Taunton  and  Weston-super-Mare.  The  increased  use  of  disposable 
equipment  has  saved  a  considerable  amount  of  the  home  nurses’  time  and  there  has  not 
been  any  evidence  of  great  difficulty  in  disposing  of  soiled  pads  in  this  County,  as 
appears  to  have  been  the  case  elsewhere,  although  the  tendency  to  build  houses  and 
flats  without  coal  fires  may  well  cause  difficulties  in  the  future. 

Requests  for  help  from  the  Marie  Curie  Foundation  Day  and  Night  Nursing 
Service  has  continued,  and  much  valuable  help  has  been  given  to  patients  and  relatives. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  continue  to 
supply  medical  comforts  of  all  kinds  through  Depots  throughout  the  County  and  over 
6,000  articles  have  been  provided  to  patients. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  health  visiting  staff  and  the  progress 
which  has  been  made  since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  towards  a  fully  qualified 
service.

Attachment  to  general  practices  is  in  some  areas  showing  signs  of  alteration 
lin  the  pattern  of  the  health  visitor’s  work.  It  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  be  intensified 
liand  that  closer  co-operation  with  the  doctors  in  their  practices  will  enable  health  visitors 
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to  give  a  better  service  to  all  members  of  the  community  —  particularly  the  elderly  or 
lonely  who  need  advice  and  help.  As  in  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  particular  attention 
has  been  paid  during  the  winter  to  those  who  might  be  at  risk  from  hypothermia.  Health 
Visitors  are  already  participating  in  pilot  schemes  being  undertaken  by  general  prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  field  of  exfoliative  cytology. 

SCHOOL  NURSING 

As  was  forecast  in  the  1964  report,  more  use  has  been  made  in  the  Schools  of 
state  registered  nurses  as  clinic  assistants  in  order  to  relieve  the  more  qualified  staff 
of  routine  work.  The  school  nurses  have  helped  with  annual  eye  testing,  routine  medical 
inspections,  hygiene  inspections,  immunisation  programmes,  and  by  the  weighing  and 
measuring  of  children  in  preparation  for  medical  inspections.  It  is  hoped  in  the  coming 
year  to  extend  the  use  of  this  grade  of  public  health  nurse. 

TUBERCULOSIS  VISITING 

In  accordance  with  the  established  policy,  the  tuberculosis  home  visiting  has, 
where  practicable,  been  passed  to  health  visitors  and  Somerset  now  has  only  three 
tuberculosis  visitors  (who  also  do  school  work)  working  in  chest  clinics. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  Central  Health  Education  Committee  met  three  times  in  1965,  and  continued  i 
to  discuss  methods  and  practice  of  Health  Education.  A  Sub-Committee  was  set  up  to 
assess  new  films.  Further  supplies  of  visual  aids  were  made  available,  and  the  film  I 
projectors  and  film  strip  projectors  were  in  constant  use.  The  staff  gave  talks  in  schools,! 
mainly  on  mothercraft,  whilst  one  male  nurse  gave  talks  in  a  boys’  school. 

Material  for  health  education,  including  that  on  smoking  and  venereal  disease,  h 
was  made  available  as  required. 

SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Midwives  Acts,  the  medical  supervisor  of  midwives  . 
is  the  Senior  Officer  for  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare,  and  non-madical  supervision,, 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer  and  five  Area  Nursing  Officers.  Visits  to  , 
maternity  units  are  paid  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer  as  non-medical  supervisor  of n 
midwives. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  194  domiciliary  and  142  hospital  midwives. i 
Private  midwives  in  nursing  homes  and  domiciliary  practice  numbered  3.  Notifications p 
of  exposure  to  infection  numbered  140.  Medical  aid  was  sought  in  1,255  cases.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  Home  Help  Service  has  grown  year  by  year  ever  since  its  inception  in  July, 
1948.  In  1965  help  was  sent  to  4,414  homes  against  4,220  in  1964.  The  number  remaining 
on  the  books  at  31st  December,  1965  was  2,592  against  2,460  in  1964. 

The  number  of  homes  receiving  help  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  urban  districts 
was  3.5  in  1958,  5.8  in  1964  and  6.1  in  1965.  The  figures  for  rural  districts  were  2.3 
in  1958,  2.6  in  1964  and  2.9  in  1965,  thus  showing  that  the  service  is  being  more  widely 
used  irrespective  of  the  growth  in  population.  The  towns  of  Weston-super-Mare,  Burnham- 
on-Sea  and  Frome,  continue  to  record  the  highest  figures  for  help  sent  per  1,000 
population. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  provision  of  modern  housing  accommodation  for  the  aged 
the  number  of  homes  helped  by  the  Service  increased  from  2,800  in  1964  to  2,975  in 
1965  (the  figure  of  2,975  is  the  number  of  homes  where  the  Home  Helps  worked,  many 
of  which  had  more  than  one  old  person  there).  More  easily  run  homes  for  the  aged  may 
postpone  the  need  for  a  Home  Help  or  may  reduce  the  amount  of  help  sent  initially  and 
also  save  considerable  travelling  time  where  the  new  homes  are  grouped  together.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  have  been  several  instances  of  aged  persons  from  other  Counties 
moving  into  sub-standard  accommodation  when  the  former  occupants  have  been  moved 
into  new  homes,  thus  creating  two  problems  in  the  place  of  one.  It  seems  that  as  long 
as  Somerset  is  regarded  as  a  haven  for  retirement  its  Home  Help  Service  will  be  heavily 
committed  to  the  care  of  the  elderly. 

More  use  was  made  of  the  Service  by  Hospitals  during  the  year  to  help  patients 
who  were  being  discharged  home  following  operations.  The  number  of  these  rose  from 
146  in  1964  to  219  in  1965.  More  help  was  also  required  for  post  and  pre-natal  care  - 
117  against  97  in  1964.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  maternity  bookings  decreased 
once  again  —  this  time  from  427  to  386,  and  the  number  requiring  a  Home  Help  on  a  full¬ 
time  basis  was  97  only  —  against  129  in  1964.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1950,  when 
the  weekly  case  load  was  825  (compared  with  2,592  in  1965)  the  number  of  maternity  book¬ 
ings  was  1,055. 

Long  term  help,  while  not  so  dramatic  as  the  emergency,  is  perhaps  the  most  use¬ 
ful  function  of  the  Service  and  much  of  the  service  is  committed  to  homes  where  such 
assistance  is  required.  The  number  increased  to  1,875  in  1965  (against  1,769  in  1964) 
and  of  these,  1,513  were  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  Many  of  these  receive  help  only 
once  a  week  but  this  may  well  continue  for  ten  years  or  more,  and  is  often  sufficient  to 
prevent  a  deterioration  in  mental  or  physical  health. 

The  number  of  Home  Helps  on  the  register  has  increased  from  704  in  1964,  to  719 
in  1965,  but  the  actual  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  provided  is  much  larger  than  these 
figures  indicate,  as  more  of  <-he  Home  Helps  are  now  full-time  workers.  The  full-time 
equivalent  of  379  in  1964  has  riser,  to  401  in  1965.  The  recruitment  position  has  improved 
slightly  in  many  districts,  but  the  number  of  resident  Home  Helps  was  much  reduced  —  a 
serious  matter  in  a  rural  County. 

During  the  peak  holiday  periods,  and  during  the  busy  winter  months  following 
Christmas  when  the  staff  is  often  depleted  through  illness,  and  the  calls  on  the  Service 
are  very  heavy,  one  cannot  hope  to  cover  all  commitments.  At  these  times  the  help 
available  is  deployed  to  those  in  most  urgent  need. 
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An  increased  hourly  rate  of  pay  for  Home  Helps,  while  welcome  for  all  other  rea¬ 
sons,  enhances  the  ever  increasing  problem  of  the  cost  and  difficulties  of  travelling, 
because  a  Home  Help  is  paid  at  the  same  rate  while  travelling  from  house  to  house  as 
she  is  when  she  is  actually  working  in  a  home. 

Each  year  sees  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  rural  ’bus  services,  and  many  of  the 
rural  railway  lines  have  already  been  closed.  Traffic  conditions  in  towns  and  on  many 
main  roads  in  the  summer  months  slow  up  the  ’bus  services  and  make  the  riding  of  cycles 
increasingly  hazardous.  Ideally,  especially  in  remote  rural  areas,  local  help  should  be 
found  to  care  for  the  sick  and  aged,  but  the  younger  members  of  the  community  now  so 
often  move  nearer  to  the  towns  in  order  to  be  near  their  work.  This  only  too  often  means 
that  help  must  somehow  be  transported  from  the  towns  or  larger  villages  to  care  for  the 
aged  living  in  remote  country  districts. 

The  County  is  now  divided  into  seven  administrative  areas  with  an  Area  Organiser 
and  Assistant  in  each  with  the  exception  of  the  two  small  areas,  Clevedon  and  Glaston¬ 
bury,  where  the  Organisers  are  single-handed.  The  Glastonbury  area  was  formed  from  part 
of  the  Midsomer-Norton  area  in  April,  1965.  The  organising  staff,  which  was  increased  by 
one  during  the  year,  made  19,034  visits  during  the  year,  against  18,186  in  1964.  Three 
additional  part-time  clerks  were  engaged  for  the  three  busiest  area  offices  at  Taunton, 
Weston-super-Mare  and  Bridgwater,  to  give  more  time  to  the  Organiser  and  her  Assistant 
for  their  essential  duties  of  visiting  and  supervision. 

Voluntary  helpers  in  many  parts  of  the  County  continued  to  give  much  valuable 
help  in  the  running  of  the  service,  particularly  in  the  more  remote  rural  areas,  and  we  are 
very  grateful  for  this.  Voluntary  local  help  is  always  very  acceptable  in  bringing  domes¬ 
tic  help  to  the  aged  and  unwell,  and  newcomers  to  the  work  are  needed  and  would  be 
welcome.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  arrangements  continued  unchanged  from  previous 
years.  A  modified  Schedule  P  programme  is  in  use  throughout  the  County  involving  com¬ 
bined  vaccines  whenever  possible. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION 

During  the  year  8,433  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  completed  a  primary 
course  of  diphtheria  immunisation  and  a  further  13,180  received  reinforcing  injections. 
Seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one  children  were  given  protection  against  whooping 
cough. 

TETANUS  IMMUNISATION 

Primary  courses  of  tetanus  immunisation  were  completed  by  9,514  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  and  a  further  12,459  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 

Four  thousand  six  hundred  and  eleven  primary  vaccinations  and  525  re-vaccina¬ 
tions  of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  primary 
vaccinations  included  4,398  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

YELLOW  FEVER  VACCINATION 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  persons  were  vaccinated  against  yellow  fever  at  the 
Yellow  Fever  Vaccination  Centre,  Taunton. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

No  major  change  in  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  was  introduced  during 
the  year.  The  Ministry  of  Health  withdrew  any  objection  to  the  simultaneous  administra¬ 
tion  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  with  combined  diphtheria-tetanus-pertussis  vaccine  for 
primary  immunisation  and  also  agreed  that  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  could  be  given  at 
school  entry  with  combined  diphtheria-tetanus  vaccine,  both  recommendations  being  at 
the  discretion  of  the  doctor  concerned. 

Primary  courses  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  were  completed  by  9,518  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  7,848  school  children  received  a  reinforcing  dose.  Oral 
Sabin  vaccine  almost  entirely  replar^ed  Salk  vaccine  throughout  the  County. 

ANTHRAX  VACa NATION 

In  September  the  Minister  of  Health  indicated  that  vaccine  was  now  available  for 
the  protection  of  workers  exposed  to  special  risks  of  contracting  anthrax.  The  workers 
mainly  concerned  are  those  in  establishments  such  as  tanneries,  glue,  gelatin,  soap  and 
bonemeal  factories,  and  woollen  mills,  who  are  regularly  handling  certain  raw  materials. 

It  was  agreed  with  the  Local  Medical  Committee  that  these  vaccinations  would  be 
carried  out  by  either  the  Appointed  Factory  Doctor,  Works  Medical  Officer  or  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer.

GENERAL 

In  1962  it  was  reported  that  there  had  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  total  number 
of  patients  carried  by  the  Ambulance  Service.  In  1963  the  increase  over  1962  was  rather 
larger  than  normal  at  8.5%,  and  in  1964  the  increase  over  1963  was  5.8%.  In  1965  the 
total  number  of  patients  carried  rose  by  5,737,  an  increase  of  2.7%.  The  mileage  run 
increased  by  55,163  miles,  i.e.,  3.5%. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  members  assist 
at  some  Ambulance  Stations  or  provide  and  man  ambulances  for  hire.  These  arrangements 
have  been  most  useful  and  satisfactory.

CONTROL 

The  Group  Control  system  continued  unchanged.  The  opening  of  the  new  Ambu¬ 
lance  Station  at  Keynsham  improved  the  arrangements  for  the  Northern  part  of  the  County. 
As  stated  in  my  report  last  year,  the  North  East  Somerset  Area  Group  Control  at  present 
located  at  Glastonbury  will  be  transferred  to  Shepton  Mallet  when  the  new  Ambulance 
Station  is  built  there. 

The  pressure  on  the  Controls  continues  to  increase  and  mounting  traffic  conges¬ 
tion  means  that  journeys  are  taking  longer.  There  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  avoid  this. 
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The  replacement  of  radio  equipment  to  meet  the  changed  Post  Office  specification 
has  been  completed  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  U.H.P.  link  by  which  the 
main  station  at  Charterhouse  is  operated  from  the  Taunton  Control.  This  has  resulted  in 
better  reception,  particularly  in  adverse  weather  conditions.  In  the  North  East  Somerset 
Control  area  the  main  transmitter,  previously  located  at  the  Anglo  Trading  Estate.  Shepton 
Mallet,  has  been  moved  to  the  Bristol  Water  Works  site  on  the  Mendips,  North  of  Shepton 
Mallet. 

All  Ambulance  Service  vehicles  are  now  equipped  with  radio  and  the  position 
within  the  four  Control  areas  at  31st  December  was  as  follows:—

STAFF 

During  the  past  year  staffing  in  some  areas  has  been  a  problem.  At  Frome  there 
have  been  two  vacancies  for  most  of  the  year  but  one  will  be  filled  early  in  1966.  At 
Portishead,  too,  there  have  been  difficulties  and  since  July,  when  the  staff  there  was 
reduced  to  one  man,  the  ambulance  cover  for  that  area  has  rested  mainly  upon  the  Cleve- 
don  Station. 

During  the  year  there  were  fifteen  resignations;  four  men  retiring  on  medical 
grounds  and  eleven  for  other  reasons.  Such  a  high  turn-over  is  very  distressing  and 
because  of  the  shortage  of  staff  it  has  not  been  possible  to  continue  the  type  of  training 
which  was  started  last  year. 

Additional  staff  have  been  necessary  and  have  been  approved  during  the  year  at

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Approval  was  also  given  to  the  substitution  of  seventeen  Leading  Ambulancemen 
for  seventeen  Driver  Attendants,  ensuring  that  more  junior  officers  are  available  for  duty. 

Although  it  was  not  possible  to  withdraw  personnel  from  service  for  a  period  of 
one  week’s  training,  a  successful  weekend  course  for  junior  officers  was  held.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  covering  the  duties  of  these  officers,  the  course  included  a  study  of  the  duties 
and  working  of  the  Ambulance  Service  in  co-operation  with  the  other  Emergency  Services 
in  dealing  with  a  major  disaster. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  year  set  up  a  Working  Party  to  consider  the 
question  of  training  and  equipment  for  the  Ambulance  Service,  and  it  is  understood  that 
the  first  part  of  the  report  relating  to  training  will  be  published  in  1966. 

The  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities’  Services  (Manual  Workers) 
agreed  to  a  reduction  of  the  Ambulancemen’s  working  week  from  42  to  40  hours.  This 
will  result  in  a  considerable  increase  in  costs.  As  from  3rd  January,  1966,  the  staff 
will  work  a  five-day  week,  each  day  being  of  eight  hours.  Some  additional  staff  will  be 
necessary,  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  say  how  many.

One  of  the  ambulances  was  a  Land  Rover  which  was  delivered  to  the  Yeovil 
Station  bringing  the  total  of  these  most  useful  vehicles  to  four,  one  at  each  of  the  Con¬ 
trol  areas. 

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE  AND  HIRE 

The  use  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service  has  continued  although  the  statistics  show  a 
drop  during  the  year.  In  some  areas  of  the  County  efforts  are  being  made  to  recruit 
additional  drivers. 

The  ambulance  hire  arrangements  with  the  Voluntary  Societies  have  already  been 
referred  to  and  with  the  Hospital  Car  Service  continue  to  form  a  useful  supplement  to  the 
County  Service. 

RAIL  TRAVEL 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  the  number  of  patients  conveyed  by  rail 
during  1965  was  less  than  that  in  previous  years,  resulting  in  the  main  from  the  change  in 
use  of  two  Nursing  Homes  at  Clevedon.  The  reorganisation  of  rail  services  throughout 
the  Country  continues  and  there  are  now  less  trains  available  for  the  movement  of  stret¬ 
cher  patients.  Negotiations  are  taking  place  in  the  hope  that  this  form  of  travel  will 
continue  to  be  available,  but  if  the  availability  of  rail  travel  for  stretcher  patients 
diminishes,  then  more  long  journeys  by  road  will  result,  and  with  it  the  need  for  addition¬ 
al  staff  and  vehicles.  We  continue  to  be  indebted  to  the  volunteers  who  so  willingly  act 
as  escorts  with  patients  sent  by  rail.

■  PREMISES 

The  new  ambulance  station  at  Keynsham  was  occupied  by  the  Ambulance  Service 

■  on  24th  August,  1965.  For  the  first  time  since  its  inauguration,  the  ambulances  at  this 
Station  are  now  properly  garaged  and  the  staff  have  adequate  accommodation. 

In  my  last  report  I  wrote  that  as  the  fi^st  phase  of  the  new  hospital  for  Taunton 
was  unlikely  to  start  until  the  early  1970 ’s,  the  extension  of  the  existing  Ambulance 
j  Station  was  being  re-planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  next  fifteen  years.  A  scheme  was 

j  produced,  but  with  the  current  uncertainties  as  to  the  hospital  development  and  the  road 

plan  for  the  Taunton  area,  the  cost  of  the  proposals  could  not  be  justified.  Only  minor 
improvements  are  to  be  made  for  the  time  being. 

It  is  hoped  that  loan  sanction  for  the  new  Station  at  Shepton  Mallet  will  be  avail- 
'  able  soon.  Outline  plans  for  the  new  Ambulance  Station  at  Minehead  have  been  approved 
but  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  unable  to  include  this  scheme  in  the  programme  for  1965/ 
66.  Since  the  termination  of  the  agency  arrangements  with  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Piiigade,  the  County  Anfbulance  Station  at  Minehead  has  occupied  temporary  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  Townsend  Road.  Notice  to  quit  has,  however,  been  received,  and  temporary 
accommodation  has  been  found  in  Quirke  Street,  Minehead.  It  is  not  suitable  for  long 
term  use  by  the  Ambulance  Service. 
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ciiiuoponY 

The  Chiropody  Service,  which  was  introduced  in  1960,  to  provide  a  service  for 
the  elderly,  physically- handicapped,  and  expectant  mothers,  continues  to  expand  steadily, 
and  although  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  treated  during 
the  past  year,  the  total  number  of  treatments  given,  especially  domiciliary,  has  shown 
substantial  increase.  This  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that,  in  six  years,  many 
patients  who  started  treatment  by  attending  a  surgery,  now  through  advanced  years,  or 
ill-healtli,  need  to  be  visited  by  the  Chiropodist  at  home.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
obtaining  the  services  of  three  more  Chiropodists,  bringing  the  total  up  to  45,  but  the 
distribution  of  Chiropodists  throughout  the  County  is  uneven,  in  as  much  that  in  the 
coastal  towns,  namely  Weston-super-Mare,  Clevedon  and  Minehead,  there  is  a  total  of  15, 
while  in  Taunton,  Bridgwater  and  Yeovil  there  are  only  8.  This  is  probably  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  coastal  towns  have  a  higher  proportion  of  retired  persons  which  makes  it 
more  attractive  to  Chiropodists  when  choosing  a  centre  in  which  to  set  up  a  practice. 
However,  this  does  cause  difficulties  in  towns  such  as  Taunton,  where,  at  present,  only 
one  of  the  three  Chiropodists  is  available  to  take  on  new  patients,  the  other  two  having 
stated  that  their  lists  are  full.  It  must  be  remembered,  also,  that  all  the  Chiropodists  are 
in  private  practice,  and  only  give  a  certain  amount  of  their  time  to  the  County  Service. 
But  in  spite  of  these  difficulties,  every  eligible  person  who  applies  for  treatment  gets  it 
eventually.  Although  the  Service  is  available  to  disabled  persons  and  expectant  mothers, 
in  addition  to  the  e'derly,  the  number  of  patients  applying  for  treatment  in  these  categor¬ 
ies  is  minimal.

The  patient’s  contribution  towaras  the  cost  of  treatment  continues  at  2s.  6d.  for 
surgery  treatment,  and  5s.  Od.  for  domiciliary  treatment,  with  reduction  in  the  latter  in 
cases  of  hardship. 

Many  Clubs  for  the  elderly  continue  to  run  Chiropody  sessions  and  at  present 
financial  help  is  being  given  to  40  such  Clubs.  The  organisation  of  these  sessions  is 
left  to  the  Club  Organisers,  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  their  willing  co-operation  and 
help  in  this  respect.  At  the  request  of  the  County  Welfare  Committee,  chiropodists 
continue  to  attend  the  Homes  for  the  elderly,  where  treatment  is  carried  out  on  a  session¬ 
al  basis. 

This  service  is  one  which  provides  considerable  benefit  to  the  elderly  by  helping 
them  to  retain  their  mobility,  and  the  expenditure  involved  is  well  worthwhile. 
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MENTAL  IILAI.TII  SELVICLS 


GENERAL 

The  development  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  to  meet  the  changing  emphasis 
from  institutional  to  community  care  continues.  The  medical  treatment,  rehabilitation 
and  resettlement  of  the  mentally  disordered,  together  with  the  necessary  support  and 
guidance  for  the  family,  requires  co-ordination  of  the  general  practitioner,  hospital  and 
local  authority  services.  Co-operation  is  excellent  and  as  a  result  a  flexible,  continuous 
and  comprehensive  service  to  the  mentally  disabled  is  being  established. 

STAFFING 

The  field  staff  are  organised  on  an  area  basis,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  five  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  three  Senior  and  sevente-en  Mental  Welfare 
Officers.  Of  these,  fourteen  hold  post-graduate  social  science  diplomas  or  the  newer 
certificates  in  social  work.  Four  hold  psychiatric  social  worker  qualifications,  and  one 
officer  will  complete  his  course  early  in  1966. 

The  proportion  of  trained  staff,  therefore,  has  continued  to  increase,  and  has 
enabled  the  field  officers  to  undertake  the  varied  responsibilities  of  an  expanding  social 
work  service. 

The  staff  of  the  Training  Centres  comprises  seven  Head  Teachers,  two  Managers, 
twenty-seven  teachers  and  four  instructors.  In  addition,  each  junior  centre  has  a  nursery 
attendant. 

Three  trainee  teachers  were  seconded  to  approved  Diploma  Courses  and  three 
trainees  are  completing  a  year’s  In-Service  training  prior  to  secondment  to  courses  com¬ 
mencing  in  September,  1966.  Again,  there  is  a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of 
qualified  staff. 

CARE  AND  AFTERCARE

At  31st  December,  1965,  there  were  17  patients  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission 
to  hospital  for  the  subnormal,  of  whom  7  were  considered  urgent  cases. 

HOSTELS  AND  RESIDENTIAL  ACCOMMODATION  I 

The  Cliffe  View  Hostel  at  Cheddar  provides  accommodati"n,  mainly  on  a  short-] 
term  basis,  for  up  to  twelve  young  women  until  other  suitable  arrangements  can  be  rnadw 
for  them  in  the  community.  Most  of  the  residents  are  in  daily  employment.  I 
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A  property  known  as  “Croftlands”,  Wembdon  Road,  Bridgwater,  has  been  acquired 
for  the  accommodation  of  up  to  ten  young  men  capable  or  potentially  capable  of  employ¬ 
ment.  It  is  hoped  that  this  hostel  will  be  opened  by  October,  1966. 

Boarding  accommodation  for  children  attending  Training  Centres  is  provided  at 
the  Yeovil  Training  Centre  Hostel  (22  places)  and  at  St.  Margaret’s  Home,  Weston-super- 
Mare  (5  places).  The  Yeovil  Hostel  is  also  used  for  short-stay  cases  during  part  of  the 
holiday  periods. 

In  addition,  temporary  residential  care  to  relieve  the  family  was  arranged  for  102 
severely  subnormal  persons  of  whom  32  were  accommodated  in  hospitals  under  Circular 
5/52;  50  in  Local  Health  Authority  hostels,  and  20  at  St.  Margaret’s  Holiday  Home, 
Weston-super-Mare. 

A  project  for  the  purchase  and  adaptation  of  a  property  in  Taunton  for  use  as  a 
working  hostel  for  the  recovered  mentally  ill  has  been  approved,  and  it  is  hoped  to  acquire 
a  house  now  on  the  market  which  would  be  in  every  way  suitable  for  the  accommodation 
of  13  to  18  residents. 

The  arrangements  for  “boarding  out’’  in  private  or  voluntary  homes  have  continued 
to  play  an  invaluable  part  in  aiding  elderly  mentally  infirm  patients  to  leave  hospital,  and 
up  to  the  present  there  has  been  no  need  to  provide  local  authority  hostels  for  this  type 
of  case.  During  the  year,  grants  were  made  in  respect  of  the  maintenance  of  104  patients 
in  residential  accommodation.  Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  150  patients  have  been 
boarded-out  in  this  way. 

DAY  CENTRES  AND  SOCIAL  CLUBS 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Tone  Vale 
Hospital  Management  Committee  by  the  secondment  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  their 
Social  Health  Centres  at  Ivor  House,  Taunton,  and  at  Penn  House,  Yeovil.  This  social 
work  service  is  supplemented  by  regular  attendance  at  case  conferences  at  the  psychia¬ 
tric  hospitals  "in  the  County. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Bath  County  Borough  for  Somerset  patients 
discharged  from  psychiatric  hospitals  in  that  area  to  attend  the  Bath  Occupational 
Therapy  Centre  on  the  recommendation  of  the  appropriate  Consultant. 

Eleven  voluntary  social  clubs  for  mentally  disordered  persons  are  now  assisted 
by  grants  from  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

TRAINING  CENTRES 

During  the  year,  five  capital  works  projects  were  completed  —  junior  centres  at 
Bridgwater  and  Taunton,  an  adult  centre  at  Radstock,  and  enlargement  of  the  junior 
centres  at  Radstock  and  Weston-super-Mare.  In  addition,  a  temporary  adult  centre  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Weston-super-Mare  and  District  Society  for  the  Spastic  and  Mentally  Handi¬ 
capped,  was  opened  at  Weston-super-Mare  for  use  as  a  sheltered  workshop. 

These  new  or  extended  centres  which  include  kitchens  for  the  provision  of  midday 
meals,  provide  excellent  facilities  for  the  training  of  the  mentally  handicapped. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  for  existing  premises  at  Bridgwater,  Taunton  and  Yeovil 
to  be  converted  for  use  as  adult  training  centres,  and  for  the  provision  of  a  temporary 
adult  training  centre  at  Yatton,  in  conjunction  with  the  Sandhill  Park  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  Training 
Centres,  and  Table  4  shows  the  number  on  the  registers  as  at  31st  December,  1965.

HOME  TEACHING 

Two  part-time  home  teachers  are  now  employed  for  pupils  who  are  unable  to 
attend  Training  Centres. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

The  County  Council  is  affiliated  to  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health, 
and  also  co-operates  with  the  Somerset  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  and  with  other 
local  Societies  in  matters  concerning  community  care  and  the  training  of  the  mentally 
handicapped. 
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WATEn  SUPPLIES 


River  Authorities,  set  up  under  the  Water  Resources  Act,  1963,  assumed  executive 
responsibility  on  the  1st  April,  1965.  It  is  probably  desirable  first  to  clarify  the  respec¬ 
tive  responsibilities  of  River  Authorities  and  those  of  the  Water  Resources  Boards.  The 
former  are  required  to  exercise  control  and  carry  out  works  in  the  light  of  local  needs;  to 
be  responsible  for  maintaining  a  "balance  sheet"  which  will  compare  resources  and 
demands  and  ensure  that  available  resources  are  ahead  of  demand.  As  a  basis  for  the 
control  of  abstraction  of  water,  it  will  be  necessary  for  River  Authorities  to  determine  a 
"minimum  acceptable  flow"  for  each  of  the  more  important  rivers  of  their  area.  Further¬ 
more,  they  are  concerned  with  land  drainage,  fisheries  and  prevention  of  pollution;  the 
issue  of  licences  to  control  the  abstraction  and  impounding  of  water;  to  introduce  a 
"hydrometric  scheme"  for  the  measurement  of  resources  and  to  make  and  execute  propo¬ 
sals  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Water  Resources  Board. 

There  previously  existed  a  very  close  liaison  between  the  original  River  Boards 
and  local  Planning  Authorities  so  that  in  the  control  of  development  under  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Acts  proper  account  could  be  taken  of  land  drainage  and  protection  from 
the  sea.  These  measures  have  been  further  enhanced  by  the  extended  powers  of  River 
Authorities,  particularly  where  major  development  is  proposed. 

As  for  the  Water  Resources  Boards,  they  are  primarily  responsible  at  national 
level  for  advising  the  Minister  of  Land  and  Natural  Resources  with  regard  to  the  formation 
of  a  policy  for  water  and,  as  previously  mentioned,  will  ensure  that  the  functions  of  River 
Authorities  are  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Minister’s  directions,  and  advise  them 
of  their  part  in  the  execution  of  the  National  Policy  for  Water.  In  short,  a  central  co¬ 
ordinating,  intelligence  and  advice-giving  body. 

The  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1965,  introduced  in  December, 
increased  the  limit  on  contributions  payable  by  the  Central  Government  to  local  authori¬ 
ties  for  rural  water  supplies  and  sewerage  to  £105,000,000. 

The  Somerset  River  Authority  have  again  kindly  provided  some  very  interesting 
facts  and  figures  in  connection  with  the  rainfall  during  1965.  Most  months  of  the  year  had 
well  above  average  rainfall  except  February  and  October,  each  of  which  surprisingly  gave 
the  lowest  tables  since  records  were  commenced  in  1941.  On  the  other  hand,  July  and 
December  were  very  wet,  each  with  over  5V2'' .  Over  25"  of  rain  were  in  fact  recorded  at 
the  Board’s  West  Dunkery  Station  during  December  and  in  July  most  of  Mendip  had  10". 
Temperatures  and  sunshine  were  below  average.  Water  shortage  was,  therefore,  no  prob¬ 
lem  and  similarly  apart  from  two  or  three  small  private  supplies  where  slight  or  intermit¬ 
tent  contamination  occurred,  the  quality  was  also  satisfactory. 

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Some  two  years  ago  the  County  Council  appointed  a  Working  Party  to  study  the 
problems  and  other  technical  matters  connected  with  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies. 
They  finally  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  policy  of  fluoridation  but  this  was  not 
approved  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  asked  responsible  authorities  (Circular  No.  15/65)  to 
give  further  consideration  to  the  making  of  arrangements  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to 
public  water  supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally,  to  the  level  appropriate  for  the 
prevention  of  dental  decay.  The  County  Council  at  their  meeting  in  October,  1965  recon¬ 
sidered  the  matter  in  the  light  of  the  Ministry’s  circular  but  decided  to  adhere  to  their 
Previous  decision. 

SOMERSET  COUNTY  WATER  UNDERTAKERS 

The  following  are  extracts  from  reports  kindly  provided  by  the  three  water  under¬ 
takers  in  Somerset. 
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WESSEX  WATER  BOARD 

INTRODUCTION.  In  April,  1964,  the  Board  approved  in  principle  the  first  capital 
works  report  dealing  with  the  period  1965  to  1970,  and  schemes  have  since  gone  ahead, 
mainly  in  Chard  and  Yeovil, in  accordance  with  the  approved  programme.  Since  1964  there 
have  been  changes  in  conditions  which  make  it  necessary  to  bring  the  report  up  to  date. 
Firstly,  it  is  now  considered  that  the  demand  for  water  will  increase  more  rapidly  than 
was  previously  assumed:  secondly,  further  operational  experience  has  led  to  some  modifi¬ 
cation  of  the  reliable  yields  of  a  few  of  the  present  sources;  thirdly,  potential  sources 
which  at  first  looked  promising  have  had  to  be  abandoned  and  others  found  to  take  their 
place. 

The  programme  has  now  been  extended  to  include  the  year  1971,  also  outline 
proposals  for  a  further  full  five  years. 

SOURCES.  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  geographically,  geologically  and  meteoro¬ 
logically  the  Board’s  area  is  not  very  happily  situated  as  far  as  sources  are  concerned. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  smaU  unsatisfactory  supplies  which  have  had  to  be 
developed  in  the  past.  The  area  is  intersected  by  a  network  of  tiny  rivers  and  streams, 
little  of  the  underground  strata  bears  water,  and  suitable  sites  for  impounding  reservoirs 
are  difficult  to  find. 

Of  all  the  sources  now  utilized  by  the  Board,  it  is  proposed  that  only  the  following 
should  be  retained  for  permanent  use:-

Tatworth

Work  on  the  Lake  Scheme  is  well  under  way  and  should  be  complete  early  in  1967. 
New  boreholes  proposed  at  Bradley  Head  in  the  original  report  should  be  capable  of  yield¬ 
ing  at  least  an  additional  0.6  m.g.d.  To  enable  the  Board  to  abandon  the  remaining  un¬ 
satisfactory  sources  and  to  meet  the  increasing  demand,  it  is  essential  that  a  compara¬ 
tively  large  source  should  be  developed  immediately. 

ENGINEERING  PROPOSALS.  The  following  proposals  deal  only  with  the  period 
up  to  31st  March,  1972. 

(a)  Eastern  District.  If  the  pumping  test  to  be  carried  out  at  Bradley  Head  in 
1966  is  satisfactory,  duplicate  boreholes  will  be  sunk  and  chemical  examination  of  the 
water  will  show  whether  it  is  so  ferruginous  as  to  require  iron  removal  plant.  Even  if  it 
does  require  treatment  it  may  be  necessary,  in  order  to  satisfy  demand,  to  pass  water  con¬ 
taining  iron  into  supply  while  a  treatment  works  is  being  designed  and  constructed,  and  a 
new  pumping  main  will  be  required  to  Milborne  Port  station  to  enable  this  water  to  be 
delivered  to  Bowden  Reservoir  and  to  Charlton  Horethorne  Reservoir.  Most  of  the  water 
from  Honeycomb  Reservoir  to  Wincanton  Rural  District  will  pass  through  Corton  Ridge 
Reservoir  and  a  new  trunk  main  will  be  laid  from  Corton  Ridge  to  Castle  Cary  and  Bruton. 
As  previously  explained  a  further  service  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  0.7  m.g.  will  be 
required  in  the  Wincanton  area. 

It  is  proposed  that  water  from  Cattistock  will  gradually  be  fed  into  the  distribu¬ 
tion  system  south  of  Sherborne  through  a  new  main  to  be  laid  from  Woolcombe  to  Hilfield 
and  Hermitage  with  cross-connections  to  existing  mains,  thus  enabling  the  small  unsatis¬ 
factory  spring  at  Batcombe  to  be  abandoned.  The  pumping  plant  at  Castleton  and  Catti- 
stock  will  be  replaced  and  arranged  for  automatic  operation,  thus  doing  away  with  the 
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necessity  for  full  time  plant  attendants.  Storage  in  the  Sherborne  area  will  be  augmented 
by  a  new  0.75  m.g.  service  reservoir. 

(b)  Central  District.  The  Sutton  Bingham  sludge  disposal  scheme  already  approved 
in  principle  by  the  Board  will  have  to  be  held  back  until  1968  because  of  the  urgent  need 
for  other  waterworks.  It  is  hoped  that  small  drying  beds  will  be  constructed  shortly  to 
enable  pilot  tests  to  be  carried  out  to  investigate  alternative  means  of  sludge  drying 
before  the  detailed  design  of  the  plant  proceeds. 

As  has  been  already  shown  further  storage  will  be  necessary  in  the  Central 
District  by  1971  and  this  may  be  provided  at  Odcombe  as  a  1.5  m.g.  extension  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  reservoir.  Further  repairs  are  necessary  to  this  reservoir;  the  roof  has  been  found  to 
be  leaking  and  the  washout  arrangements  which  are  most  unsatisfactory  require  attention. 

(c)  Western  District.  Land  is  now  being  purchased  for  an  additional  service 
reservoir  at  Chard  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  capacity  should  be  1.25  m.g.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  telemetering  scheme  at  Pole  Rue  will  be  completed  in  the  coming 
year.  A  0.25  m.g.  service  reservoir  is  planned  for  Ilminster  but  a  site  cannot  be  fixed  for 
it  until  further  details  of  the  River  Parrett  scheme  have  been  worked  out. 

The  source  at  Tatworth  is  capable  of  improvement  to  enable  future  anticipated 
demands  of  the  Tatworth  and  Winsham  area  to  be  adequately  covered.  Larger  pumps  will 
be  installed  lifting  water  to  a  new  0.75  m.g.  reservoir  at  about  500  feet  above  O.D.to  feed 
the  whole  of  the  existing  Tatworth  zone. 

New  development  at  Crewkerne  is  being  catered  for  by  means  of  the  link  from 
Sutton  Bingham  water  from  the  Central  District.  However,  by  1970  all  this  water  will  be 
required  in  the  Central  District.  Compton  Durville  will  be  developed  to  feed  a  new  zone 
including  South  Petherton,  Lopen,  Merriott,  Crewkerne,  Hinton  St.  George,  Dinnington 
and  Roundham,  by  means  of  branches  from  a  trunk  main  to  a  new  1.6  m.g.  reservoir  just 
south  of  Crewkerne.  The  treatment  works  will  require  modification  to  imorove  it.«!  efficacy 
and  cater  for  increased  output. 

WEST  SOMERSET  WATER  BOARD 

1965,  from  a  water  point  of  view,  was  excellent.  There  was  a  large  increase  in 
rainfall  at  all  stations  over  the  previous  year  and  more  than  usual  fell  during  the  summer 
months,  so  that  maximum  demands  were  almost  a  million  gallons  a  day  below  the  1964 
figures. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  Board’s  reservoirs  were  full,  the  total  capacity 
being  1,785,000,000  gallons.  This  was  the  first  time  for  many  years  that  Luxhay  had 
been  overflowing. 

In  1964  it  was  estimated  that  out  of  the  total  Board  population  of  152,390  some¬ 
thing  like  7,187  were  without  a  mains  supply,  and  that  since  1963  an  additional  500 
people  will  have  been  connected  so  that  the  percentage  without  mains  supply  is  now 
approximately  4.2  per  cent.

BRISTOL  WATERWORKS  COMPANY 

The  Company  has  made  further  progress  with  the  North  Somerset  Augmentation 
Scheme  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Rowberrow  Treatment  Works.  A  550,000  gallon  reser¬ 
voir  was  erected  at  Rowberrow  Hill.  In  addition,  work  was  carried  out  at  the  permanent 
site  for  the  Bath  and  West  Show,  including  main  laying  and  the  provision  of  a  150,000 
gallon  reservoir  to  serve  this  site.  New  housing  development  accounted  for  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  new  mains  laid  and  steps  were  also  taken  to  increase  the  output  of  treated 
water  from  Cheddar  Pumping  Station.  Work  is  in  hand  for  the  improvement  of  supplies 
generally,  particularly  in  the  Axbridge  and  Frome  Rural  Districts.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Some  years  ago  in  the  United  States  of  America,  but  only  recently  in  this  country, 
“factory  built”  sewage  treatment  plants  capable  of  dealing  with  fairly  large  volumes 
of  sewage  were  introduced.  The  method  of  sewage  treatment  is  referred  to  as  either  the 
“extended  aeration”  or  “aerobic  digestion”  systems  and  is  most  suitable  for  housing 
development,  small  factories,  schools  and  the  like  situate  in  rural  localities  where  no 
main  sewerage  facilities  are  available  or  normally  contemplated. 

The  plants,  which  are  very  compact  and  portable,  may  be  placed  on  suitably 
prepared  sites  above  or  below  ground  level  in  less  than  one  day. 

In  Circular  No.  59/65  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  subject  to 
certain  requirements,  have  extended  loan  sanction  for  such  plants  to  fifteen  years  (previ¬ 
ously  five  years).  This  decision  foliows  the  publication  of  a  technical  memorandum  on 
“extended  aeration”  plants  and  their  operation  over  the  last  two  or  three  years.  It  is 
known  that  only  one  such  plant  has  been  authorised  in  Somerset  to  date. 

Details  regarding  schemes  completed  or  still  in  progress  as  at  31st  December, 
1965  are  as  follows,  and  the  financial  particulars  of  schemes  approved  by  the  County 
Council  during  the  year  are  shown  on  page  52. 

BOROUGHS  AND  URBAN  DISTRICTS 

BRIDGWATER.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  Chiltern  Street  area  of  Bridgwater.  At  present  the  estimated  cost  of  this 
work  is  given  as  £107,000.  There  is  also  to  be  expended  the  sum  of  £15,000  on  the 
sewering  of  the  Colley  Lane  Industrial  Estate. 

BURNHAM-ON-SEA.  Apart  from  various  private  estate  developments,  the 
Council  have  carried  out  works  of  improvement  in  the  Clyce  Road/Huntspill  Road  area. 
At  the  Stoddens  Road  Pumping  Station  the  old  Adams  Hydraulic  Ejectors  were  replaced 
by  new  submersible  electric  pumps.  With  regard  to  this  Authority’s  major  scheme  which 
comprises  the  resewering  of  the  whole  district  with  new  consolidated  outfalls,  proposals 
have  been  prepared  and  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  in  principle 
early  in  1966. 

CHARD.  Work  in  connection  with  the  scheme  to  link  Holbear  with  the  Sewage 
Works  taking  in  the  industrial  area  of  Chard  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £70,000.  In  addition  a  start  was  made  on  the  remodelling 
of  the  sewage  works  (£104,000). 

CLEVEDON.  During  the  course  of  development  of  a  private  housing  estate  it 
was  discovered  that  a  length  of  main  intercepting  sewer  was  defective,  resulting  in  the 
reconstruction  of  470  yards  of  this  sewer.  The  total  cost  of  this  work  amounted  to 
£12,000.  With  regard  to  this  Authority’s  proposals  for  the  provision  of  a  new  trunk  main 
relief  sewer,  it  is  anticipated  that  work  on  this  scheme  will  commence  very  shortly  and 
negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  Long  Ashton  Rural  District  Council  in  connection 
with  the  proposals  to  construct  a  sewage  treatment  plant  to  serve  both  Authorities. 

CREWKERNE.  Work  in  connection  with  the  Eastern  Outfall  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  commenced  in  1964  was  completed  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  £2,500.  In  addition 
a  start  was  made  on  the  provision  of  a  foul  water  sewer  in  connection  with  the  Park 
Estate  Development  (£30,000). 

GLASTONBURY.  Extensions,  new  works  or  improvements  were  confined  to 
housing  estate  development. 
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KEYNSHAM.  No  new  works  or  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Work  is  still  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  extension  and  construction  of  sewers  and 
a  pumping  station  for  the  western  part  of  the  district.  A  scheme  is  in  course  of  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  construction  of  a  pumping  station  and  the  relaying  of  sewers  for  the  eastern 
area  of  Keynsham. 

NORTON  RADSTOCK.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  following 
works:  Certain  modifications  to  the  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Midsomer  Norton  (£15,OOo): 
the  provision  of  an  activated  sludge  plant  (Stage  I)  at  Radstock  (£112,000);  the  provision 
of  a  trunk  sewer  to  link  the  Midsomer  Norton  and  Radstock  works  which  will  include  a 
new  pumping  station  (£67,000);  —  also  included  is  a  scheme  to  sewer  the  Waterside 
Valley  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £20,000.  A  local  inquiry  has  already  been  held  into 
this  scheme  and  the  final  decision  of  the  Ministry  is  awaited. 

PORTISHEAD.  No  progress  was  made  by  this  Authority  during  1965  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  works,  although  this  falls  as  second  priority 
on  the  list  of  future  proposals.  Top  priority  concerns  the  construction  of  a  48"  surface 
water  sewer  to  drain  the  Wellands  Lane  Gordano  School  area  to  the  main  rhine  (£17,500). 

STREET.  Limited  improvements  to  the  disposal  works  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  In  addition  the  Council  were  making  some  experiments  at  the  sewage  works 
which  involve  the  provision  of  an  aeration  plant  and  tree  planting  in  order  to  increase 
nitrification.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  extension  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  made  necessary  by  an  increase  in  the  population. 

TAUNTON.  New  works,  sewer  extensions  or  improvements  which  included  the 
provision  of  fine  screens  at  the  Ham  Works  amounted  to  £19,000.  Some  progress  was 
also  made  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a  trunk  sewer  at  Moor  Farm  (£25,000). 
The  resewering  of  the  Borough  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £750,000  is  shown  as  Priority  I 
under  Future  Proposals. 

WESTON-SUPER-MARE.  The  Borough’s  main  drainage  scheme  commenced  in 
1958  was  finally  completed  last  year  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £2,000,000.  Further 
improvements  to  this  new  system  are  now  in  progress  (£20,000). 

YEOVIL.  Work  is  still  in  progress  with  Stage  I  of  the  main  drainage  scheme 
which  makes  provision  for  surface  water  sewers  and  renewal  of  part  of  the  trunk  foul 
sewer  (£38,000).  Stage  II  is  to  follow  at  a  later  date  and  the  Ministry’s  approval  is  now 
awaited  for  Stages  III  (£78,000)  and  IV  (£84,000). 

RURAL  DISTRICTS 

AXBRIDGE.  Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  by  this  Authority. 
With  regard  to  the  sewering  of  the  Brean  and  Berrow  area.  Phase  I  was  completed 
(£50,530),  and  a  start  made  on  Phase  II  (£68,576).  Work  was  also  commenced  on  Phase  I 
of  the  Hutton,  Locking  and  Banwell  Sewerage  Scheme  (£68,979),  also  the  sewerage  scheme 
for  Bleadon  (£55,347).  With  regard  to  future  proposals,  the  sewering  of  South  Berrow 
(draining  to  the  Burnham  Urban  District  Council’s  sewers)  is  to  be  commenced  early  in 
1966  (£28,160).  Banwell,  Sandford,  Churchill  and  Langford  are  also  high  on  the  list  of 
priorities  and  in  fact  these  four  areas  are  to  be  sewered  by  a  regional  scheme.  The 
first  phase  will  provide  a  “backbone”  system  from  Banwell  to  Langford,  Village  sewers 
will  be  provided  at  a  later  date.  The  approximate  cost  of  this  regional  scheme  amounts 
to  £180,000.  In  addition  a  regional  scheme  is  being  prepared  in  conjunction  with  Burn¬ 
ham  Urban  District  Council  to  serve  the  Brent  area  of  the  Axbridge  Rural  District. 
Finally,  and  of  some  interest,  is  the  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Kewstoke.  The  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  requested  the  District  Council  to  reconsider  their 
proposals  for  this  parish  as  they  were  unable  to  approve  of  the  sea  outfall,  suggesting 
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that  the  sewage  should  be  partially  treated  before  being  discharged  on  the  ebb  tide.  The 
Council  were  thus  faced  with  three  alternatives  —  (1)  discharging  into  the  Weston-super- 
Mare  sewerage  system,  (2)  partial  treatment  before  discharging  into  the  sea,  and  (3)  full 
treatment  before  discharging  into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River  Banwell.  In  view  of  all 
the  difficulties  involved,  the  District  Council  decided  to  provide  full  treatment  works  with 
the  effluent  being  pumped  to  the  tidal  portion  of  the  River  Banwell.  The  cost  of  this 
scheme  is  estimated  to  be  £172,300. 

BATHAVON.  The  proposals  for  resewering  and  provision  of  new  disposal 
works  at  Wellow  are  now  in  progress  (£47,776).  In  addition  the  District  Council  have 
commenced  work  on  the  provision  of  sewers  at  New  Buildings,  Peasedown  St.  John;  also 
at  Carlingcott  (£39,000).  In  order  of  priority  future  proposals  are  designed  to  deal  with 
the  villages  of  Marksbury  and  Hinton  Charterhouse.  A  scheme  is  also  proposed  to  serve 
Tunley  and  Camerton  villages. 

BRIDGWATER.  Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Woolavington,  East  Huntspill  and  Coss- 
ington.  Schemes  of  sewerage  and/or  sewage  disposal  are  proposed  for  the  following 
parishes:  Shapwick,  North  Petherton,  Nether  Stowey,  Middlezoy/Othery  and  Sutton 
Mallet  (Stawell  parish). 

CHARD.  The  modernisation  of  the  Tatworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works  commenced 
some  twelve  months  or  so  ago  has  now  been  completed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £39,815. 
Progress  is  also  being  made  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  sewers  and  new  sewage 
disposal  works  to  cater  for  Combe  St.  Nicholas  and  Wadeford  (£82,340).  A  closed  circuit 
television  survey  of  the  sewers  at  Merriott  was  also  made  during  the  year.  This  survey 
showed  that  the  existing  sewers  are  defective  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  —  probably 
in  1967  (see  Item  3  under  Future  Proposals).  Likewise  schemes  for  Dowlish  Wake  and 
Forton  are  likely  to  be  started  sometime  next  year  (See  items  1  and  2  below).  The 
District  Council’s  future  proposals  in  priority  order  are  as  follows:

CLUTTON.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  this  Authority  during 
1965.  Stage  I  of  the  Chilcompton  scheme  commenced  in  1963  was  completed  at  an  esti- 

mated  cost  of  £66,736,  and  numerous  estate  extensions.  A  start  was  also  made  on  the 
provision  of  the  Timsbury  Trunk  Sewer  to  serve  Hallatrow  and  High  Littleton  (£220,368). 
With  regard  to  future  proposals  the  District  Council  have  already  prepared  plans  for  the 
parish  of  Chew  Stoke  area  £125,000)  and  schemes  are  also  under  review  for  the  follow¬ 
ing:  Farrington  Gurney  —  Temple  Cloud  Village,  Pensford,  Ston  Easton  and  West  Harptree. 

DULVERTON.  No  new  works,  extensions  or  improvements  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  With  regard  to  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Winsford 
(£38,7oO),  an  investigation  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  was  held  during  1965  and  there  is  every  possibility  that  a  start  will 
be  made  early  in  1966.  Due  to  excessive  costs  the  District  Council  have  abandoned

their  original  proposals  for  Bridgetown  and  Exton  and  are  now  investigating  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  carrying  out  a  modified  scheme  to  serve  a  few  properties  in  Bridgetown  only. 
The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  in  process  of  preparing  a  report  on  the  adequacy 
of  the  sewage  works  at  Dulverton. 

FROME.  Both  the  Wanstrow  (£36,000)  and  Leigh-on-Mendip  (£48,000)  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schemes  have  been  completed  and  some  progress  made  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  provision  of  similar  facilities  for  Upton  Noble  (£32,000).  With  regard  to 
Faulkland  it  has  finally  been  decided  that  drainage  from  this  parish  should  be  pumped 
to  the  existing  works  at  Norton  St.  Philip  (£38,000).  Some  discussions  have  taken  place 
in  connection  with  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Trudoxhill  and  Witham 
Friary  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  drainage  from  these  two  parishes  could  be  taken 
into  the  existing  works  at  Nunney. 

LANGPORT.  The  District  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  outline  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  parishes  of 
Fivehead  (£64,400)  and  Kingsdon  (£63,700).  However,  before  Local  Investigations  of 
these  schemes  could  take  place  the  Council  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to 
prepare  outline  proposals  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities 
for  all  parishes  of  the  rural  district  where  such  facilities  do  not  exist.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  report  will  be  presented  to  the  Council  early  in  1966. 

LONG  ASHTON.  Apart  from  the  provision  of  a  sewer  extension  at  Chapel  Hill, 
Farleigh  in  the  parish  of  Backwell  completed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £6,823,  no  new  works 
or  improvements  were  carried  out  during  1965.  The  following  is  a  list  of  this  Authority’s 
future  proposals  in  order  of  priority:

SHEPTON  MALLET.  Work  has  now  been  completed  on  the  provision  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  facilities  for  Pilton  (£75,400);  also  the  reconstruction  of  the  works 
at  Oakhill  (£55,850).  It  is  anticipated  that  the  major  scheme  for  Ditcheat  upon  which 
work  is  now  in  progress  will  be  completed  early  in  1966  (£53,500).  Included  in  the 
Council’s  future  programme  and  in  order  of  priority  is  the  provision  of  sewerage  and 
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sewage  disposal  facilities  for  East  and  West  Cranmore  (£65,000);  extended  and  improved 
facilities  for  Evercreech  which  will  include  Stony  Stratton  (£102,370);  and  at  the  survey 
stage  only  proposals  for  Lydford,  Batcombe,  Parbrook,  Alhampton  and  Binegar. 

TAUNTON.  The  Hatch  Beauchamp  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  has 
now  been  completed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £45,000  and  a  start  made  on  the  provision 
of  sewers  at  Henlade  (£29,000).  Under  future  proposals  the  Council  propose  dealing 
with  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  following:  North  Curry  and  Stoke  St. 
Gregory  (£117,000  and  £94,000  respectively);  West  Monkton  and  Cheddon  Fitzpaine 
(£250,000);  Kingston  St.  Mary  (£226,000)  and  West  Bagborough. 

WELLINGTON.  No  new  works  or  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  although  some  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  relaying  of  sewers  and 
the  carrying  out  of  improvements  to  the  Hillsmoor  Disposal  Works  at  Wiveliscombe 
(£45,000).  At  Bradford-on-Tone,  including  Chelston  and  Ham,  in  the  parish  of  West 
Buckland,  new  sewers  and  works  are  to  be  provided  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £80,000. 
Similar  works  are  also  to  be  carried  out  at  Fitzhead  (£20,000),  and  at  Sampford  Arundel 
(Wellington  Without)  (£100,000).  New  sewers  are  to  be  laid  at  Hillfarrance  (£25,000), 
and  finally  the  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  at  Milverton  and  new  sewers  laid  at 
Hillcommon  (£75,000). 

WELLS.  Apart  from  minor  improvements  carried  out  at  the  Wookey  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  (£1,350),  no  extensions  or  new  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Progress  is  being  made  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
facilities  for  Butleigh,  Baltonsborough  (which  includes  Butleigh  Wootton)  (£158,000). 
With  regard  to  future  proposals,  the  Council  are  to  prepare  plans  for  Coxley  at  an  ap¬ 
proximate  cost  of  £35,000,  the  extension  of  existing  works  to  cater  for  Yarley,  Henton 
and  Bleadney  (£15,000),  and  finally  Wookey  Hole  and  adjacent  localities  (£55,000). 

WILLITON.  No  major  works,  extensions  or  improvements  were  carried  out 
during  the  year,  although  considerable  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  the  major 
sewerage  scheme  covering  the  parishes  of  Bicknoller,  Sampford  Brett,  Stogumber  and 
West  Quantoxhead.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  has  now  risen  to  £75,000.  The 
District  Council’s  future  proposals  are  designed  to  deal  with  Kilve,  Holford  and  East 
Quantoxhead.  Plans  for  this  scheme  have  reached  an  advanced  stage  (£37,000);  also 
Stogursey  (£21,000);  Leighland  (£3,100);  it  is  also  proposed  to  make  provision  for  the 
following;  Luxborough,  Timberscombe,  Wootton  Courtenay,  Wheddon  Cross  and  Cutcombe. 

WINCANTON.  This  authority  have  now  completed  their  sewerage  scheme  for 
Bayford  in  the  parish  of  Stoke  Trister  (£15,000),  and  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
connection  with  the  provision  of  small  works  and  sewers  for  Sutton  Montis  (£15,000). 
Ministry  approval  has  been  received  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for 
Yenston,  in  the  parish  of  Henstridge  (£15,000).  Plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for 
Galhampton  and  the  enlargement  of  the  North  Cadbury  works. 

YEOVIL.  Work  is  still  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a  new 
nitrifying  filter  and  storm  flow  pumping  station  at  Martock  (£19,030)  and  the  provision 
of  a  foul  reflief  sewer  (£10,342).  This  Authority  have  prepared  a  five-year  programme  and 
in  order  of  priority  schemes  proposed  are  as  follows:

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HOUSING 

Rent  Act,  1965.  This  extremely  complex  Act  only  came  into  operation  in  Decem¬ 
ber  and  it  is,  therefore,  a  little  early  to  say  how  effective  it  will  prove.  It  is  designed  to 
ensure  security  of  tenure  for  those  tenants  at  present  not  covered  by  earlier  Acts,  restora¬ 
tion  of  rights  to  retain  possession  of  certain  dwellings,  and  the  protection  of  tenants 
against  eviction.  Whilst  the  Act  is  aimed  at  private  landlords  and  tenants,  council  house 
tenants  would  not  appear  to  be  protected  to  the  same  extent  and  eviction  may  still  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  recourse  to  the  Courts.  (At  present  council  house  tenants  have  security  of 
tenure  to  the  extent  that  they  cannot  be  made  to  leave  without  a  Court  Order).  Provision 
has  also  been  made  in  the  Act  for  the  appointment  of  Rent  Officers  and  Deputies  whose 
main  task  will  be  the  assessment  of  “fair  rents"  and  to  arrange  meetings  between  land¬ 
lord  and  tenant  who  are  in  dispute.  Informality  would  seem  to  be  an  all  important  feature 
of  their  task.  Rent  assessment  committees  would  also  be  set  up  to  determine  cases 
placed  before  them  by  Rent  Officers 

Housing  Circular  No.  21/65.  In  this  circular  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  requested  housing  authorities  to  submit  house  building  programmes  for  a 
four-year  period  ending  1968.  The  Ministry  intend  repeating  this  request  annually. 

When  an  authority  indicate  that  an  average  of  more  than  50  dwellings  per  year  are 

to  be  erected  the  Ministry  will  arrange  a  programme  of  work  for  which  loan  consents  will 
be  given.  In  order  to  achieve  a  more  rapid  expansion  of  the  house  building  nrogramme, 

local  authorities  are  reminded  that  greater  use  must  be  made  of  industrialised  methods, 
i.e.  factory-built  components.  It  is  evident  that  local  authority  building  projects  are  to  be 
subjected  to  very  close  scrutiny  and  that  the  Ministry  are  casting  a  critical  eye  at 
methods  of  construction.

Some  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  a  drive  to  advertise  and  encourage  owner/ 
occupiers  to  take  advantage  of  the  financial  assistance  available  to  improve  and  modern¬ 
ise  their  dwellings.  Some  authorities  report  an  encouraging  increase  in  applications  for 
Standard  Grants  but  the  position  is  still  far  from  satisfactory.  (See  Table  ‘A’). 

Houses  constructed  by  local  authorities  during  1965  numbered  1,360  (1,396  in 
1964):.  private  construction  reached  a  figure  of  3,758  (3,733  in  1964).  The  graph  on 
page  56  illustrates  housing  progress  since  1950. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

Conversions  from  pail  and  chemical  closets,  etc.  numbered  approximately  500. 
This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  the  figures  for  1964  and  is  clearly  due  to  the  number 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  completed  last  year. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

Arrangements  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  show  little  change  —  five  authorities 
are  providing  a  free  service  or  make  a  small  charge.  One  or  two  give  some  financial 
assistance  but  in  the  main  it  rests  with  the  occupiers  to  make  their  own  arrangements 
through  a  contractor. 

SCHOOL  SANITATION 

In  1962  a  survey  of  school  buildings  was  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  (then) 
Ministry  of  Education.  A  report  published  during  1965  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science  contains  much  useful  data  some  of  which  should  be  included  in  this  Report. 
For  example: 

1.  (a)  Somerset  has  a  greater  proportion  of  pre-20th  century  schools  than  the  country 

as  a  whole  (87%  -  60%); 

(b)  75%  of  primary  school  children  (slightly  less  probably  by  the  end  of  1965)  are 
in  schools  built  in  the  last  century  or  earlier; 

(c)  Only  7%  (30  schools)  were  built  during  the  period  1903  —  1944  and  5%  since 
the  last  war.  The  national  figures  are  24%  and  16%  respectively; 

p 

(d)  Only  7%  of  schools  are  free  from  defects  compared  with  a  national  figure  of 

21%. 

2.  Under  seven  of  the  under-mentioned  “List  of  Defects”  headings,  Somerset  is 
close  to  the  national  average  although  we  are  better  off  than  some  concerning  site  defi¬ 
ciency  and  water-borne  sanitation  but  have  more  defects  than  the  average  under  (a)  hot 
water  supply;  (b)  outdoor  sanitation:  (c)  central  heating  and  (d)  staff  room. 

This  is  depressing  but  there  is  a  more  encouraging  picture  with  regard  to  Secon¬ 
dary  Schools. 

3.  (a)  There  are  more  post-war  schools  in  Somerset  than  the  country  as  a  whole  or 
the  south-west  region;  an  average  number  of  I9th  Century  schools  but  a  smaller  percent¬ 
age  of  Secondary  Schools  built  between  1903  —  1944; 

(b)  44%  of  Secondary  School  pupils  are  accommodated  in  post-war  schools  —  the 
national  figure  is  39%  and  for  the  south-west  40%; 

(c)  61%  of  the  Secondary  Schools  have  none  of  the  defects  mentioned  below  -  the 
national  figure  is  50%.

One  or  two  authorities  have  drawn  attention  to  difficulties  which  have  arisen  or 
will  shortly  arise  concerning  land  suitable  for  controlled  tipping.  Land  is  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  scarce  and  authorities  may  well  be  forced  to  consider  the  necessity  of  pur¬ 
chasing  machinery  to  "compost”  or  pulverise  refuse.  Portable  machinery  capable  of 
pulverising  refuse  can  now  be  readily  obtained.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  pulverised  and 
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composted  material  has  some  value  as  compost,  local  authorities  would  be  relieved  of  the 
numerous  complaints  which  arise  due  to  infestation  of  tips  by  rats  and  flies;  also  tip 
fires  which  are  a  common  occurrence. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

There  have  been  no  major  problems  during  the  year  and  most  authorities  would 
seem  to  be  quite  satisfied  with  the  present  arrangements.  Some  authorities  have  nego¬ 
tiated  a  contract  scheme  for  treating  farm  premises.

In  1962  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  requested  County  Councils 
to  carry  out  a  survey  of  gypsy  and  other  similar  caravan  dwellers  with  a  view  to  asses¬ 
sing  the  need  for  sites.  This  survey  was  satisfactory  from  a  local  aspect  but  the  Min¬ 
istry  were  unable,  from  tliis  purely  “local"  survey,  to  assess  the  national  situation. 
Thus  a  second  survey  was  instituted  and  carried  out  on  the  22nd  March,  1965  when  every 
gypsy  or  similar  tyle  of  itinerant  was  interviewed.  The  survey  was  organised  at  County 
level  but  the  questionnaires  completed  by  County  Districts. 

Under  the  above  Act  local  authorities  have  power  to  provide  sites  for  such  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community  but  so  far  only  one  local  authority  has  made  progress  in  this  res¬ 
pect. 

Apart  from  one  or  two  very  isolated  instances  the  gypsy  problem  is  not  serious  in 
Somerset. 

LAY-BYS  -  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  after  several  months  of  campaigning  by  Local  Author¬ 
ity  Associations  and  other  interested  bodies,  the  need  for  adequate  sanitary  facilities 
on  main  roads  has  at  long  last  been  accepted  by  Government  Departments. 

In  April  the  Ministry  of  Transport  announced  that  the  Ministry  had  agreed  to  a 
pilot  scheme  at  a  cost  of  £50,000  for  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  on  lengths 
of  road  suggested  by  the  County  Councils  Association,  and  the  A. 38  in  Somerset  was 
included  for  the  purposes  of  this  trial. 

It  was  suggested  that  local  sanitary  authorities  should  build  and  maintain  the 
conveniences  located  at  intervals  of  approximately  15  miles  and  the  capital  cost  should 
be  borne  equally  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District 
Council  concerned. 

The  first  local  authority  in  Somerset  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme  was  the 
Bridgwater  Rural  District  Council  who  have  provided  a  public  convenience  of  the  chemi¬ 
cal  sanitation  type  at  the  Beggars  Brook  Lay-by,  North  Petherton.  Although  this  con- 
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venience  did  not  come  into  use  until  the  end  of  August  it  is  estimated  that  over  1,000 
people  per  day  used  it  during  the  late  holiday  season,  which  gives  proof,  if  any  was 
needed,  as  to  the  necessity  for  these  facilities. 

Another  five  of  various  types  are  contemplated  by  the  Rural  District  Councils  of 
Long  Ashton,  Axbridge,  Bridgwater  and  Wellington,  and  should  be  brought  into  use  be¬ 
fore  the  next  summer  holiday  period.  Now  that  a  start  has  been  made  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  further  provision  will  be  made  for  all  main  roads  and  that  the  travelling  public  will 
not  abuse  the  excellent  facilities  provided. 


SCIlOOr.  SWIMMING  POOLS 

Somerset,  being  a  rural  County,  is  not  richly  endowed  with  public  bath  facilities. 
It  is  therefore  most  fortunate  that  many  schools  have  provided,  or  are  in  the  process  of 
providing,  “learner"  pools  -  the  majority  through  the  generosity  of  parents  and  other 
voluntary  funds.  Without  these  facilities  many  hundreds  of  children  would  have  foregone 
the  chance  of  learning  to  swim.  This  is  a  matter  over  which  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Accidents  are  now  waging  a  national  campaign  aimed  at  teaching  all  child¬ 
ren  of  school  age  not  only  to  swim  but  to  master  life  saving  techniques. 

The  school  learner  pool  of  which  there  are  now  63  in  the  County,  administered  by 
the  Somerset  County  Education  Committee,  has  become  an  established  feature.  From  a 
“fill  and  empty"  system  we  have  progressed  to  a  point  where  the  majority  are  provided 
with  water  purification  plant.  Many  of  those  classed  as  “portable"  have  been  fitted 
with  filters  and  chlorinators.  Almost  all  applications  received  for  authority  to  proceed 
with  preparation  of  plans  for  a  learner  pool  allow  for  the  inclusion  of  this  equipment. 
The  older  pool  has  not  been  ignored  and  many  of  these  have  been  brought  completely  up 
to  date. 


Water  purification  plant  suited  to  the  needs  of  even  the  smallest  pool  is  now 
readily  available  at  reasonable  cost  and  possibly  now  would  be  an  opportune  moment  for 
schools  to  consider  the  installation  of  such  equipment  as  standard  practice  and  to  make 
special  efforts  to  modernise  all  the  old  fill- and- empty  pools. 

The  summer  of  1965  was  not  exactly  conducive  to  swimming  but  in  spite  of  the 
poor  weather  considerable  use  was  made  of  the  school  pool  and  many  children  were 
taught  to  swim  and  obtained  certificates  for  life  saving. 

Plans  are  already  well  advanced  to  encourage  certain  schools  to  consider  the 
provision  of  solar  covers  or  structures  for  their  pools.  In  fact,  one  such  building  has 
already  been  erected  at  Saltford  (Keynsham  Urban  District)  where  swimming  instruction 
was  still  being  given  until  mid-November. 

One  further  innovation  is  the  installation  of  indoor  heated  facilities  and  one 
such  pool  has  been  opened  at  Clevedon  Junior  School.  This  pool  was  constructed  in  a 
disused  classroom  and  has  proved  a  great  success.

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SUPERVISION  OVER  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  main  effect  of  these  amending  Regulations  is  to  extend  for  a  further  year, 
that  is  until  the  31st  December,  1966,  Regulation  7(3)  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 
1963  which  permits  the  removal  of  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  without  inspection  in  certain  circumstances. 

A  similar  extension  has  been  made  in  connection  with  the  requirement  that  local 
authorities  should  notify  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  where  they  have 
reason  to  believe  they  will  be  unable  to  inspect  meat  within  six  hours  of  slaughter.  It 
should  be  mentioned  that  the  principal  Regulations  were  made  in  1963  with  a  view  to 
securing  full  post-mortem  meat  inspection  in  England  and  Wales  by  October,  1965.  How¬ 
ever,  although  the  proportion  of  meat  inspected  in  the  country  has  increased  since  the 
Regulations  were  made,  it  has  become  apparent  that  not  all  authorities  have  found  it 
possible  to  ensure  the  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  in  their  district  —  hence  the 
introduction  of  the  amending  Regulations.  Fortunately  in  Somerset  local  authorities  would 
appear  to  have  carried  out  100  per  cent  examination  of  meat  at  time  of  slaughter.

POULTRY  PACKING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

There  are  now  17  such  establishments  in  Somerset,  one  having  closed  during  1965. 
At  present  there  are  no  regular  examinations  carried  out,  although  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tors  will  inspect  carcases  during  routine  visits  or  by  request.  The  average  weekly  kill  is 
estimated  at  well  over  98,000  birds,  an  increase  over  1964  of  8,000.  Throughput  are 
mainly  young  birds  of  10  —  14  weeks  old.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  1965 

These  Regulations,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1965,  amend  the 
1963  Regulations  by  — 

(a)  introducing  a  i.ew  special  designation  —  “Ultra  Heat  Treated”; 

(b)  prescribing  special  conditions  subject  to  which  licences  to  use  the  new 
special  designation  are  granted  and  the  form  of  licence  to  be  issued; 

(c)  prescribing  an  appropriate  laboratory  test  for  milk  subjected  to  the  “Ultra  High 
Temperature  Method”;  and 

(d)  the  insertion  of  the  words  “conspicuously  and  legibly  labelled  or  marked” 
relating  to  the  use  on  caps  or  containers  of  the  designation  “Untreated  Milk”. 

Other  minor  amendments  have  been  made  in  the  main  due  to  the  introduction  of  the 
new  designation. 
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ULTRA  HEAT  TREATED  MILK.  What  is  Ultra  Heat  Treated  Milk?  Very  briefly, 
it  is  milk  which  has  been  heated  and  retained  at  a  temperature  of  270®F  for  not  less  than 
one  second  and  is  then  transferred  to  sterile  containers  which  must  be  capped  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  make  the  container  airtight.  It  is  claimed  that  milk  treated  by  this  method 
has  a  very  long  "shelf  life"  and  that  the  flavour  in  no  way  deteriorates.  This  method  of 
processing  milk  has  enormous  possibilities  but  at  present  only  one  or  two  of  the  major 
daily  concerns  have  installed  plant.  There  are  no  such  plants  operating  in  Somerset  at 
present,  but  it  is  known  that  one  of  the  dairies  treating  milk  by  this  new  method  retains 
approximately  one-fifth  for  home  consumption,  the  balance  either  being  exported  to  Hong 
Kong,  where  fresh  milk  is  almost  unknown,  or  for  use  by  the  Merchant  Navy  etc. 

Details  of  samples  taken  from  the  15  licensed  plants  and  one  sterilising  plant 
during  the  year  are  contained  in  Table  "A".  One  plant  ceased  processing  during  1965  and 
the  premises  are  now  being  used  as  a  milk  depot.

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BIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING 

Sampling  for  biological  purposes,  particularly  infectious  brucellosis,  was  main¬ 
tained  throughout  1965.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  samples  were  examined 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  which  23  proved  positive.  Brucellosis  in 
cattle,  where  it  is  known  as  Contagious  Abortion,  can  be  controlled  by  constant  testing 
and  elimination  of  reactors,  preventive  vaccination,  and  frequent  milk  sampling.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  animals  found  to  be  infected  may,  at  present,  be  sold  on  the  open  market  and 
these  may  be  taken  into  clean  herds  with  obvious  results.  At  the  moment  it  is  estimated 
that  98  per  cent  of  milk  retailed  in  this  country  is  pasteurised,  and  it  can  be  assumed  that 
the  percentage  for  Somerset  is  very  near  this  figure,  although  there  is  still  quite  a  demand 
for  raw  milk.  However,  the  present  method  whereby  all  samples  of  raw  milk  are  auto¬ 
matically  examined  for  Brucella  ensures  some  protection  to  the  people  who  consume  it. 
Positive  cases  are  referred  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  can  serve  a  Heat 
Treatment  Notice  on  the  farmer  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959.  The  Notice  remains  in  force  until  the  Medical  Officer  is 
satisfied  that  the  milk  is  safe  for  human  consumption. 

MILK  SAMPLING  -  ANTIBIOTICS 

Sampling  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  penicillin  or  other  antibiotics  has  been  main¬ 
tained.  This  scheme  was  instituted  in  1963  and  by  constant  sampling  and  testing  of  ex¬ 
farm  milk  it  has  been  possible  to  trace  those  farms  where  strict  compliance  with  the 
instructions  covering  the  use  of  antibiotics  in  the  treatment  of  mastitis  was  not  being 
maintained.  As  a  matter  of  routine  samples  are  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  and  once 
again  the  number  of  samples  of  ex-farm  milk  found  to  contain  antibiotics  dropped  con¬ 
siderably.  Of  616  samples  examined,  6  gave  readings  indicating  the  presence  of  peni¬ 
cillin.

SCHOOL  MEALS  SERVICE 

Visits  to  Central  Kitchens  and  Self-Contained  Canteens  in  order  to  inspect  meat 
supplied  under  contract  were  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Generally  the  quality  of  the 
meat  supplied  was  good  in  every  respect.  There  were  one  or  two  cases  where  meat  was 
of  poor  quality  but  in  each  instance  the  contractor  replaced  the  consignment  in  whole  or 
in  part. 
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One  interesting  case  arose  in  connection  with  taint.  A  consignment  of  Corned 
Beef  was  found  to  be  tainted  and  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  and  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  findings  indicated  that  the  trouble  may  have 
arisen  due  to  the  presence  of  a  solvent  used  for  the  sealing  compound  which  closes  the 
seam  of  this  type  of  can.  Unfortunately  the  meat  used  came  from  two  different  sources 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  identify  which  was  the  source  of  the  trouble.  However,  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  our  supplier  who  in  turn  referred  it  to  their  importers  and  packers 
for  fuller  investigation.  Corned  beef  is  still  very  “suspect”  by  schoolchildren  and  an 
incident  such  as  this  can  trigger  off  alarm  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  gravity  of  the  com¬ 
plaint  in  question. 

Our  enquiries,  however,  led  us  to  believe  that  the  firms  we  are  dealing  with  exer¬ 
cise  the  greatest  care  in  an  endeavour  to  produce  a  satisfactory  product. 

A  total  of  52  samples,  consisting  entirely  of  preserves  and  detergents,  were 
examined  by  the  County  Analyst  in  1965,  at  the  request  of  the  School  Meals  Service. 


THE  AGRICULTURAL  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

This  Act  was  designed  to  secure  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  sanitary  authorities  to  inspect  premises 
from  time  to  time  and  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  sanitary  facilities  provided.  Inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  mainly  confined  to  those  areas  where  there  is  a  seasonal  influx  of  work¬ 
ers,  although  some  authorities  are  now  combining  these  inspections  with  other  routine 
work. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Most  local  authorities  in  the  County  have  made  some  progress  under  this  Act. 
The  task  is  one  of  quite  formidable  proportions  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  contra¬ 
ventions  have  been  dealt  with  so  far  in  an  informal  manner.  5,000  premises,  approximate¬ 
ly,  are  involved  but  very  few  authorities  have  so  far  employed  additional  staff  to  cope 
with  this  work. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  only  Authority  which  is  troubled  to  any  extent  by  smoke  problems  is  Portis- 
head  Urban  where  a  second  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  is  to  be  installed  at 
West  Hill.  Some  complaints  have  been  made  in  connection  with  fumes  from  the  phosphorus 
factory  in  the  dock  area  and  upon  investigation  it  was  found  to  have  been  caused  during 
structural  alterations  at  the  factory.
